ROBERT CLARKE (not to be confused with last issue’s Bob Clark) 
acted with Lugosi and Karloff during WWII at RKO and went on to 
become a sci-fi movie hero. He directed and starred in HIDEOUS SUN 
DEMON (a movie I showed around Europe in 87). Clarke was 
interviewed by Anthony Petkovich, who has written for Headpress (UK) 
and Hustler Erotic Video Guide and also publishes his own horror, 
crime and sci-fi zine. Liquidator. He also interviewed Antonio Fargas 
for us. Clarke was in so many movies (in a career that spans 50 years) 
and has so many good behind the scenes Holl 3 wood stories, that he was 
too much for one issue! Part 2 will appear next time. 


RADLEY METZGER made the classiest adult features of the late 60s 
and 70s. Many people of a certain age group have fond, distinct 
memories of seeing Metzger movies like CARMEN BABY or THERESE 
AND ISABEL, when they were the “hottest” show in town and many of 
his later hard X features (directed by “Harry Paris”) were both critical 
and financial hits. Personally, I’ll never forget seeing LICKERISH 
QUARTET (a soft X film that played my local family theatre) as a high 
school student. Metzger was interviewed by Jay Lorenz in Durham, N. 
C., who is planning to publish “Decadent Splendor” about the director. 


JAMES BEST, a familiar Southern screen actor for 45 years (so far) 
was a Universal contract player, was in two Sam Fuller movies, many 
westerns and of course THE KILLER SHREWS! He’s also known for 
that 80s TV classic, THE DUKES OF HAZARD. Best was interview by 
Steve Lathshaw of Apoka, Florida, who also interviewed William Grefe 
for us. Latshaw produced a great local TV news series on Florida drive- 
in movies called “They Came From Florida” and directed the features 
VAMPIRE TRAILER PARK and DARK UNIVERSE. 


STUART LANCASTER was the “old Man” in Russ Meyer’s great 
FASTER PUSSYCAT! KILL! KILL! That would be reason enough to 
interview the grandson of one of the Ringling brothers, but Lancaster was 
also in other Meyer movies and several features each by producer David 
F. Freidman, Larry Buchanan and more recently, Tim Burton! The man 
who delivered the Penquin was interview by John Donnelly in L.A

CRITTERS 4 Star Eric DaRae is, of course, the son of Aldo Ray and super- 
casting director Johanna Ray. I used to see him over at film-junk 
maestro extraordinaire Ken Hartford's house (Eric hung out with son 
Glen Hartford). Hartford, who suspiciously changed his name from 
Hertz, released such movies as CARNIVAL 
OF SOULS and THE DEVIL’S 
MESSENGER. KING OF THE JUNGLE 
once played the local Florida circuit in 
matinee showings in which Steve Hawkes 
appeared in person with a live lion cub! 
The man was literally covered in scars 
from his various encounters with 
somewhat larger felines. Apparently, 
Hawkes was a Floridian. DEVIL RIDER 
was a film that was financed by class 
tuitions charges by Brad Grinter for his 
Viking Cinema workshop. He would 
gather film hungry students and use their 
fees to make movies. The film was shot 
silent and badly dubbed later. Star Ross 
Kanaga was an alligator wrestler and a 
nice guy. He was the one who ran across 
the alligator backs in LIVE AND LET DIE 
(the villain in that film was named after him). After years of some of the 
scariest work on record (1 once watched him wrestle a crocodile - 
certainly one of the world’s most dangerous and unpredictable animals.) 
The guy dropped dead of a heart attack at age 36. - Fred Olen Ray 

1 remember BLACK ALLEY CATS being screened at a number of small 
(long gone) independent drive-ins around Melbourne in 1979. when I 
was 12. A school buddy and I each hijacked a beer from our house, 
hopped a bus and watched the movie without sound from the top of a 
nearby hill. It was a memorable introduction to the world of

WOMEN OF THE WORLD (SW, 63) D/S/edit Gualtiero 
Jacopetti, S Paolo Cavara, Franco Prosper! 

(La Donna Nel Mondo) The makers of MONDO CANE made this dated (and 
overlong) bAv doc., partially with leftover footage from that international 
hit. It features the Reeperbahn in Hamburg, Hong Kong hookers, hired 
mourners in Sardinia, female Israeli soldiers, topless young Tahitian 
dancers, topless Japanese sea divers, nudists, lesbians (and gays), eye 

surgery and breast injections. 
After all the skin and lighter 
scenes (complete with comical 
music), the ending is a real 
downer. Thalidomide kids are 
shown, followed by a gory 
plastic surgery operation. 
Peter Ustinov provides the 
often sarcastic narration. It 
was released by Joseph E. 
Levine’s Embassy and a 
soundtrack was issued by 
Decca. 

MAU MAU (Something 
Weird, 1954) D Elwood 
G. Price, S Dave 
Shepperd, P Joe Rock 

The late anchorman Chet 
Huntley (!) introduces and narrates this less than an hour long color 
documentary about the “growing unrest in white man’s rule” in British 
East Africa. Most of the film is an historical look at what led to the black 
rebellion there, led by their Oxford educated leader. Judges (in wig^) are 
shown sentencing men to prison camps or the gallows and the Mau Mau 
are said to be “patterned after Communists.” At one point, staged attacks 
are shown, featuring naked or topless “African” women running, then 
being killed by men with machetes. This is described as “an orgy of insane 
fury” and is followed by shots of actual dead bodies. One of the women was 
featured in the ads and these scenes were, of course, why this was an 
exploitation hit. Did this help Huntley get his job at NBC the next year!? The 
tape, presented by David F. Friedman, also includes dozens of trailers for 
jungle theme movies including NATURE GIRL AND THE SLAVER, THE 
MATING URGE and some Tarzan, Bomba and Jungle Jims. .

From 1917 until he died in 1943, Conrad Veidt, from Berlin, 
was in over 100 films (the majority are lost). He was a major 
international star and sex symbol - and the world’s first horror 
star. Some early roles were as Jekyll/Hyde, Orlac, Paganini, 
Rasputin, Ivan The Terrible and Death. He also portrayed 
sympathetic drug addicts and homosexuals. Veidt fled Germany 
in the early 30s after starring as THE WANDERING JEW (33) 
in England and insulting Goebbels in person. He was branded a 
traitor, was briefly imprisoned and all his films were banned in 
Germany. He used his influences to smuggle relatives out of 
the country and enjoyed a new career in Hollywood - playing 
Nazis. Although this updated version of a 1987 book glosses 
over Veidt’s personal post-WWI “decadent” period to show how 
he was a good father (his daughter Viola was a contributor), it’s 
a fascinating look at a great actor who really should be better 
known today. With many rare film stills and personal photos.

LON CHANEY - THE MAN BEHIND THE THOUSAND 
FACES (Vestal, $29.95) Michael F. Blake 

1993 was the 1 10th anniversary of Lon Chaney’s birth. This very 
welcome volume has more facts about his personal life than any 
previous book and points out the myths created by publicists, 
Chaney himself and THE MAN OF A THOUSAND FACES movie. 
From 1913 until his death in 1930, Chaney was in over 150 
movies. As with Veidt, the majority of Chaney’s work is probably 
lost forever, although many important titles are now on tape. 
With articles on makeup (and prison reform!) written by 
Chaney himself, a filmography complete with production and 
cast details (where available) and many rare pictures (even 
Famous Monsters collectors probably haven’t seen many of 
them!). A great Chaney photo collage poster is also available 
from Vestal: 320 N. Jensen Rd., PO Box 97, Vestal, NY 13851. 

CONJURING (St Martins, $19.95) James Randi 

You could fill a whole library with books about magic (like my 
magician father) but if you’d like a good overview, this is an 
excellent, entertaining, illustrated history. Chapters cover 
Dante, Robert-Houdin, Houdini (Ehrich Weiss), who was also a 
silent movie star, Blackstone (Sr. and Jr.), Germain and others. 
Most magicians know the facts about these guys like baseball 
fanatics know batting averages. Read about the many real (and 
often fake) Oriental magicians, pickpockets, mentalists, Penn 
and Teller (and other current major draw stage magicians) and 
even pioneer filmmaker Melies. CONJURING has rare drawings 


and photos. The reproductions of great (very valuable) old 
magic posters (some in gorgeous full color) are the visual 
highlight. Many are filled with devils, skeletons and decapitated 
heads. The knowledgeable author works as The Amazing Randi. 


DEAR MR. RIPLEY (Bullfinch, $19.95) Sloan, Manley, 
Van Parys 

In the past, many books have been compiled of Ripley’s 
cartoons, but this is a mind boggling book of actual photos 
sent to Ripley during his life by people hoping for a moment of 
fame. Humans and animals (dead and alive) that had a unique 
look (self inflicted or by birth) or could do unusual things, are 
here along with odd shaped vegetables and folks who just had 
ironic names or who claimed to hold some kind of unprovable 
record. A lot of these people staring hopefully into the camera 
for these quaint photos seem to be from Oklahoma and Texas. 
J. T. Saylor (from Georgia) is seen making the (original?) “Papa 
Oom Mow Mow” face. 


JAPANESE SCIENCE FICTION, FANTASY AND HORROR 
FILMS (McFarland, $45) Stuart Galbraith IV 
103 features from RASHOMON (50) to the recent GODZILLA 
AND MOTHRA are covered in this 400+ pg. book, a must for 
fans of Japanese movies. Chapters give plots, behind the scenes 
info, review quotes and the author’s own opinions. Ghost 
movies, features created from TV series and co-productions 
with other countries are included along with all the expected 
Godzilla and other giant monster movies (often called “silly”). 
Horacio Higuchi and others helped with the filmography 
section, which has complete credits (whenever available) and is 
arranged by studio (Daiei, Toei, Toho, Shintoho...). I wish they 
would have included a personnel index and info on THE 
REVENGE OF DR. X /THE DOUBLE GARDEN (70) though. 
There are no illustrations. Bill Warren wrote the intro.

CULT HORROR FILMS (Citadel, $17.95) Welch Everman 

This is like a bigger, more pro (but less coherent) version of 
HOT SCHLOCK HORROR (PV #15). The author has chosen 82 
movies to analyze and devote (alphabetical) chapters to. Most 
are from the 50s through the 70s. The newest is from 83 and 
FREAKS is the only pre-war title. Everman covers a few 
expected titles (PLAN 9, BLOOD FEAST) but you won’t believe 
most of the rest! The fact that a major release book has whole 
chapters on movies I like (ALICE, SWEET, ALICE, MANIA, 
DEMENTIA 13, THE MASK...) is mind boggling, but so is the 
fact that this guy thinks others (PHANTOM FROM SPACE, 
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LAND OF THE MINOTAUR, TENTACLES... !?!) are “cult” 
movies. I don’t understand why he bothers to write about 
movies that he obviously doesn’t like (or approve of on moral 
grounds in many cases). And I make mistakes myself, but most 
people know by now that BARN OF THE NAKED DEAD was 
directed by Alan Rudolph. Lots of great photos though. 

HIGH CAMP (Leyland, $15.95) Paul Roen 

This “Gay Guide to Camp and Cult Films” is a very opinionated 
and often funny book of about 200 alphabetical reviews. Roen 
(who used to write reviews for the great Castle of Frankenstein 
magazine) includes a lot of surprises beyond the expected titles 
and movies with Judy Garland and Joan Crawford. Warhol, 
Waters and Jayne Mansfield movies are here along with serials, 
Tarzan and Italian muscle man movies (especially Gordon 
Scott ones) and John Ashley (!) movies. The biggest surprise to 
me was that the director of THE THIRD SEX (PV #10) was Veit 
Harlan, who made the notorious anti-Semitic Nazi film JUD 
SUSS (40) and the major Nazi epic KOLBERG (45). With a 
performer index and photos. A Vol. 2 is planned. The publisher

BREATHERS (Fireside, $14) Kim 
Field 

The history of “the world’s most 
popular instrument” and how a 
German clockmaker named Mattias 
Hohner exported harmonicas to 
America opens this informative book. 

Chapters on the harmonica in blues, 
rock. Jazz, country, folk, classical and 
on soundtracks feature all the famous 
players over the years. Learn how 
Delbert McLinton’s harmonica sound 
on Bruce Channel’s “Hey Baby” (62) 
ended up on the Beatles’ first three 
British hits and how the “high voltage 
harmonica” of the doomed Little Walter 
changed the sound of “the Mississippi 
saxophone” in Chicago blues. This book 
might even make you want to listen to 
Jerry Murad’s (from Turkey) 

Harmonicats or Borrah Minevitch’s 
(from Kiev) Harmonica Rascals! 

MARQUIS de SADE - ANTHOLOGIE 
ILLUSTREE (GUttering Images, 60,000 lira) 

The often banned writings of the 18th century de Sade have 
inspired books, movies, plays, photos and erotic art and comic 
strips. This deluxe picture book (with text in Italian, French 
and English) documents all of them. Bunuel is the main 
director represented here, along with select titles by Franco, 
Pasolini, Ferreri, Bava and some porn directors. The

Hasn't been this kind of American audience for Japanese vitriol since 
Tokyo Rose switched to hawking karaoke hardware over the home shopping 
network. Shonen Knife are the Up of the ginsu - the cute 'n' catchy, pre- 
sentable ‘n’ promotable face. Mayte a few of you remember 1985. when Fred 
Frith finagled a moderately high-profile release of assorted Japanese bizarros 
under the name of “Welcome To Dreamland.” John Zorn's been working 
oveitime to push the same and related noisemongers in recent years, and 
now, despite everything your mother ever told you about major labels, the 
BOREDOMS are on Reprise, “Pop Tatari" is their new 17-step program guar- 
anteed to cure cancer, leprosy, sobriety, virginity - whatever the heck ails 
you. The ulUmate primal scree, not even remotely like the Butthole Surfers 
minus Black Sabbath plus Chain Gang, but what the hell. I'm lazy - call it 
the wickedest metallic no-wave scum-surfing since Einstein grew out his 
Mohawk. Not a note on the disc that radio won't revile. Albert uglitarians will 
recognize franUc noisemakers Eye 
Yamatsuka from his seven dozen 
other groups including UFO 
(Unlimited Freak Out) OR DIE, 
stunners at CBGB's a few short life- 
times ago, and trumpet- 
strumpet/drumscum YOSHIMI P- 
WE. also of Free Kitten with some 
other inconsequenUal chicks you 
wouldn’t recognize, and purveyors 
of the shortest 45 in recent memo- 
ry (the only memory I’ve got left): 

69 seconds over two sides. (Ecstatic 
Peace, do Forced Exposure, POB 
9102 Waltham, MA 02254). 

Forced Exposure mail order's 
also the best source around for 
obscure and amazing Japanese 
(and international) noise-wran- 
gling. Hey, remember a decade ago when FE was nudging you to pay atten- 
tion to New Zealand music? Well, one of today’s top picks is the P.S.F. (Poor 
Strong Factory) label outta Tokyo, “unquestionably the best, weirdest, 
wildest currently ongoing label in Japan” and home to the “Tokyo 
Flashback Psychedelic Sampler” vols. 1+2. Quick word of warning: the 
highly pervasive Japanese concept of “Psychedelia” and yours might not 
exactly coitKide (the unheralded “Walk On The Wild West Psychedelia and 
“Young Persons Guide To West Psychedelia” series of the late 80s being good 
illustrations, chock full of punk, twisted anti-pop, and bitter hellraising from 
the likes of Mescaline Drive, Idiot O’clock, and the brilliant Leningrad Blues 
machine), just as their concept of “album” can mean whatever they feel like 
at the time, including 7” flexi-discs, a considerably more common means of 


music distribution over in their comer of the globe. But even given the some- 
what, shall we say, “free” interpretation of English (and, hey, you’ll always 
get a grin outta me by listing your “erectric guitar” player on the sleeve), it’s 
the sound that counts. 

P.S.F.’s got ’em. The comps are a good intro, mixing label and non- 
label bands, pure distortion and mood-altering retro-drone, acid and razors. 
Not exactly brand new anymore, but better’n any domestic comps you’re 
likely to come across in this era of turgid tribute. Likewise, the solo LP by 
MICHIO KADOTANl - old enough to be out of print already - is that indie 
hipster rarity: a collectable actually worth collecting. If 1 remember correctly, 
Mich was already wormfood by the time this came out, and if I’m wrong, 
then I’ve just shamelessly boosted the market price on spurious info. What’d 
1 tell you about my memory? In common with half the hipster bands on the 
planet right now, Kadotani sounds like he recorded for self and self only, no 
production values to speak of (which ain’t to imply it sounds any less per- 
fect), songs and solos that last exactly as long as they can hold his interest, 

complete with an overabundance of 
every effect that $29 will buy you at 
Radio Shack. As opposed to virtually 
all the hipster bands on the planet 
right now, Kadotani had a deviant, 
near mutant vision and the skill (as 
distinct from talent) to put it on tape. 
Think of Jandek and Royal Trux. 
Sounds nothing like them. Know 
what 1 mean? 

GHOST don’t thrill me quite 
as much as they do a lot of other 
people with sterling taste, featuring a 
bit too much flute action for my lik- 
ing in a band with this kind of grasp 
on druggy trance staggering. Still, 
their best stuff - and there’s plenty of 
it - will make an unforgettable 
soundtrack to your next fever delirium. FUSHITSUSHA is the nominally 
headbanging incarnation of guitarist Keiji Haino, whom you may remember 
from Dreamland and about eleven hundred appearances since. His band’s 
double live all-in-black CS (not to be confused with their earlier double live 
all-in-black LP) is far and away the best thing I’ve heard on P.S.E., and a 
steal at a mere $38. Sorry kids, nobody ever said this stuff was cheap. Keiji’s 
the kind of guitar god you don’t read about in glossy magazines, capable of 
full-bore shrieking feedback mayhem or a mesmerizing slow sizzle, here 
brilliantly complimented by a band that can blow you outta your skin or 
gently coax you out. A stunning release, (all the proceeding to Forced 
Exposure, see above). 

Returning to the affordable, the Charnel House label has entered the 
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fray with an ambitious set of reissues and original Japanese headkick, 
including the long, long, long-a>\'aited volume 3 of “Dead Tech,” the hard 
to find, but highly influential comp series originally compiled by Kazuyuki 
Kishino Null (remember the name) for the German Dossier label. Featuring 
numerous unfamiliar bands among the sprinkling of more common names 
(comparatively speaking; the bass/drum duo Ruins hav’e a mind-bogglingly 
great LP on Shimmydisc available in the states, as well as an EP “on” Public 
Bath, until recently the highest profile and most dedicated importer of 
Japanese ephemera into American cold-water flats) - DT is the best American 
crash course in destructive Nipponese behavior since the Kamikaze. Charnel 
House fills their release roster by digging up a near half-dozen of K.K. Null’s 
former graves, making him easily the best-documented Japanese instrumen- 
talist in the U.S. since Ryuichi Sakamoto. Joining releases on Forced 
Exposure, Alternative Tentacles and Pathological (from England), 
“Ultrasonic Action” unearths two rare early IPs by Null’s band A.N.P., 
recorded live and vicious in several Japanese clubs, including CBGB’s in 
Kyoto (no relation to NY’s, this one’s a tiny clean, downstairs video bar 
whose owner got real skittish and over attentive when a friend and 1 dropped 
by and told him we were from NY: one gets the impression the name ain’t 
licensed but stolen). “Live In Amerika” differs not much, except it was 
recorded six years later in American clubs with his current three-piece, ZEN I 
GEVA. Maybe a little closer to metal- okay maybe a lot - but the kind of 
intriguing metal that Helmet originally sounded like in theory, before we 
actuily had to hear them. Dense as 
any fan of Bevis and Butthead, brutal 
as porcupine sodomy. 

Masami Akita is an overrated 
name in the underground, far as I’m 
concerned. “Deus Irae” by 
MERZBOW & NULL is a re-release of 
a live cassette pairing Akita’s band 
with Null on a single 46:07 track 
from ‘84. The slightest of all the 
domestic versions of Null’s “Nux 
Organization” product. “New Kind Of 
Water” by KAZUYUKI K. NULL & JIM 
O’ROURKE is maybe the best. Seven 
extended “Guitar duets” that have lit- 
tle to do with technique in the man- 
ner that Rolling Stone and Classic 
Rock Radio would have you under- 
stand, and everything to do with 
exploring the kinda moodism and spiky transcendence the instrument is 
capable of. Music from outer parameters, nut unlike what Azalia Snail 
might be aiming towards if she actually had a third eye instead of just two 
that cross. “Loud Sounds Dopa” by C.C.C.C. is yet another live-in-U.S. havoc- 
fest, recorded in late 92, two cuts, 70:26 total. Someone passed by while I was 
listening to the first track, said she thought I was vacuuming. Came around 
awhile later during track two, thought I was trying to start the car in the liv- 
ing room. I like it plenty fine. More than this I cannot say. 

SPACE STREAKINGS (who were featured on “Dead Tech 3” and on 
their own CD with a title that Macintosh don’t offer without a Kanji typeset- 
ting rip) kick out a jam not unlike the Boredoms in a musical mood, but 
then the Boredoms are never in a mere musical mood, so scratch that. If the 
kiddies on “No New York” had been more interested in flaying pop and rock 
alive rather than proving them dead and buried, and had half as much 
technical skill as ambition, then you’d maybe have had No Tokyo, and once 
again it woulda sounded nothing like this but as the esteemed Bug^ Bunny 
once said, let’s not split hares shall we? Funk the way Sid and Eddie envi- 
sioned it. It’s sure fine looking man, it’s something else. (Charnel House 
Pro., POB 170277, S.F.,CA 941 17). 

Jeff Dull - beg pardon, DAHL - spent some time in Japan awhile 


back, recording with my fave erectric Detroit stepnephews, the American Soul 
Spiders. Thankfully, the band had the sense to break up immediately there- 
after, mutating into TEENGENERATE, with a 45 as essential as anything on 
Crypt or Hangman. If The Who ‘65 crossed with the MC5 ‘67 and The 
Diunned “786 is your idea of rock and roll, then stop buying goddam Stone 
Temple Pilots records and pick up on something grand. (Wallabies Records, 
5-14-503 Hinode Urayasu-Shi, Shiba 279 Japan). MUDDY FRANKENSTEIN 
are previously known to me only through a 7” live flexi “album” (“Muddy 
Frankenstein At The Jam”) containing a slide blues Kanji-titled song and 
another by the name “I’m Stooge” - pronounced “Oh I’m A-Stoogie” to rope 
in gullible gaijin like me. The new single on Baylor - prior home to 
Supersnazz and the ASS - is classic American R&R, minor-league Samurai- 
style. (Baylor, 633 Leonard St. #3, Brooklyn, NY 1 1222). 

The visionary Japanese label Alchemy sent “Naked” by SEKIRI for 
review awhile back and frankly, I can’t decide if the band’s the best or worst. 
Doesn’t really matter - with a sizable discography including releases here on 
Public Bath they’ve never really done anything particularly distinguished. 
Punchier, cleaner and more melodic now than ever before. Did I mention 
they’re all female? SUPERSNAZZ are Sub Pop’s version of same, pumping out 
covers of Link Wray and Rivingtons song^ (yep, THAT one) with at least as 
much panache as the Muffs. Although my faves in the Japanese femme-rock 
sweeps never scored a U.S. release (Mescaline Drive - picture the Lunachicks 
done right - if you can), “Can’t Help It” by the 5, 6, 7, 8’s is by far the best 

domestically available alternative, trash 
rock that doesn’t assume you’re stupid, 
or they are either. They may dress like 
cavew’omen, but this junk’s infused with 
the same kinda goddam ARTISTRY as 
the Sonics or Trashmen. Mixed with 
just the right amount of early 60s girl- 
gang mentality - if they ever wrote a 
song about a guy rather then about 
themselves, you can bet he’d be bad but 
not BAD bad. (Sub Pop POB 20645 
Seattle, WA 98102 - Rockville, 150 W. 
28th St. #501, NYC 10001). 

For honest -to-god RETRO retro, 
you can’t do better than the Teen Trash 
From Psychedelic Tokyo series 
(“Monster A Go-Go,” “Big Lizard 
Stomp!,” and “Slitherama”). Largely 
compromised of covers of familiar 
Western garagp rockers with a few native-languagp ringprs thrown in, there’s 
enough fiizz-frenzy on these three colored vinyl discs to satisfy any self-abus- 
ing 60s junkie. Wild as they come, brain-fried as any obscure Scandinavian 
single with a $250 price tag, elevated to the very pinnacle of scum-dom great- 
ness by the correspondingly twisted lyrics: “Now I’m a man/ 1 spell 
A..Ahyem...Yowha...” ), available from WFMU’s excellent mail-order catalog, 
c/o Upsala College, E. Orange, N.J. 07019). 

And finally, in the wake of numerous Hendrix tributes ranging from 
the amusing (“The Star’s Tliat Play With Dead Jimi’s Dice”) to the excruci- 
ating (“The Hendrix Set” by Paul Rodgers and Company) and including all 
flavors between (“Stone Free”), a brief tip of the scarf to my fave entry in this 
burgeoning mini-genre, “I Am Voodoo Child” by SHIGEO ROLL OVER. A 
slavishly imitative love missive from hilariously Hendrix-coiffed, -clad, and - 
mustached guitarist Shigeo Nakano and band, ‘tis mostly a rote knockoff 
(big surprise, eh?) - redemed, naturally, by Shig’s own unique take on the 
vocals. Just try to keep from joining in when he cuts loose with that plaintive 
moan of “Ohh... Foxy Rady.” Go on. Try. (Crying Guitar, Japan). 


Last issue, that was Dave Rick (not Dick Ray) and Art wrote 
“1 nei'er liked Lucifer’s Friend” (I). - MJW

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The Erotic 
World of 
Radley Metzger 


Interview by Jay Kent Lorenz 


ALLEY CATS 


Radley Metzger was bom in the Bronx and raised in Washington Hts, 
but many people still think he’s European, simply because most of his 
features were made overseas. With the possible exception of (the ygty 
different) Russ Meyer, no other director of adult films had the same 
directing (and editing) skills. Metzger’s films are in the collection of the 
Museum Of Modem Art on the shelves of 42nd St. porno video stores. 
He started in the film business in the early 50s. 

“I had a job as kind of a gofer on a Greek movie that was being made 
here in upper New York 
State. The mountains up 
here look like the 
mountains of Greece, so this 
Greek director made a movie 
about the Communist 
Revolution and very pro- 
government. After that I did 
censor cuts on (famous 
1948 Italian film) BITTER 
RICE and whatever else 
needed censor cuts in New 
York. Then I joined the 
service (during the Korean 
war). I got into the motion 
picture unit of the Air Force 
doing propaganda. When I 


came back, I decided to make DARK ODYSSEY with a fellow (William 
Kyriakys) I had met on a picture named GUERILLA GIRL.” Metzger was a 
gofer for the feature (released by UA in 53) which was shot in an upstate 
N.Y. convent.” DARK ODYSSEY was the ultimate, low budget, shoe string 
picture. 1 don’t want to sound boastful, but I still think that holds the 
lowest gross for any movie to ever play.” Metzger and Kyriakys shared all 
the major behind the scenes credits for the b/w cinema verite style drama 
about a young Greek immigrant confronting New York City while 
searching for the man who raped his sister. It was released in 1961. 

“When we finished it, nobody would release it. There was a Greek 
motion picture theatre here in New York which played only ethnic movies, 
Russian and Greek. The owner said he would open the picture for us so we 
could get reviews. He said the only catch was that it had to be in Greek. So 
we went back, re-dubbed it and opened it in Greek. We played alternate 
English and Greek screenings. That is how we got it revieN\ed.” The New 
York Times called it “Thoughtful, unpretentious, creatively tuned, an A for 
effort, a B for solid execution.” 

“DARK ODYSSEY was my introduction to Janus Films. 1 called and 
asked if they wanted to distribute the film. This is how 1 met Ava Leighton, 
who became the general sales manager for Audubon. I did all the trailers 
and whatever re-editing they had to do.” Leighton (who died in ‘87) and 
Metzger formed Audubon Films in I960. He was the president of the small 
NYC company, a major supplier to art houses of the 60s, breaking many 
censorship taboos by importing then daring features from Europe. “Those 
were then called art theatres, which were, at the time, in a period of 
transition from the dominance of the major distributors to that period after 
WWII when they became independent. A lot of theatres that couldn’t 
survive on strictly Hollywood product became art theatres.” Audubon 
features played drive-ins too. “The films showing at drive-ins were always 
dubbed and usually censored more than what we showed at the hard tops.” 

“Our first foreign 
acquisition was 

MADEMOISELLE STRIP 
TEASE (a 1956 Brigitte 
Bardot feature by Marc 
Allegret). Actually, it first 
became ‘The Nude Set’, but 
the newspapers wouldn’t 
take that title. When it 
played first run in Los 
Angeles, where it opened, 
they refused ‘The Nude Set’, 
and we had to come up with 
a new title right away. So 
they came up with ‘The 
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Undressed Set’. We couldn’t figure out why nude was considered 
objectionable but undressed was considered okay. So we decided we didn’t 
want to go with “The Undressed Set” and we called it THE FAST SET.” 

Audubon released exploitable “adult” films from Italy, France, 
Sweden, Denmark and even Japan. They released five movies directed by 
Max Pecas (two starred Elke Sommer), BUCK ON WHITE ( 69 ) by Tinto 
Brass (which received an early X rating) and joe Samo’s WARM NIGHTS 
AND HOT PLEASURES, a rare made in NYC feature. “We had about four 
per year. Our total output was probably in the mid 50s.” Metzger cut the 
films for America, sometimes filming whole new sequences while fighting 
off the censors. He also created and edited the trailers and worked on the ad 
campaigns. “One of the ways that I made trailers was to repeat the title 
many times. The best compliment I think I’ve ever had in my life occurred 
when Bergman saw one of my trailers and thought it was terrific.” 

Metzger added 40 (!) minutes of footage (shot 
on the beach in Montauk) to ‘59 French feature 
SOFT SKIN ON BLACK SILK and created 
DICTIONARY OF SEX by editing scenes from various 
Euro features into a compilation film. “The most re- 
shooting we did was on the second picture that we 
bought. There was a film that had been done prior to 
THE FAST SET called LES COLLEGIENNES, the 
college girls. We called it THE TWILIGHT GIRLS. It 
featured a girl named Agnes Laurent who developed 
a kind of a cult following 
around people who went to 
exploitation films. She was 
going to do an AlP picture 
but she got involved in a 
scandal with some big 
executive in Hollywood and 
that sort of ended her career. 

We had her in three or four 
pictures that we bought. I 
wanted to make a picture 
with her, but we never did.” 

“We shot scenes for 
THE TWILIGHT GIRLS that 
involved reconstruction of 
sets and costumes.” New scenes (including future pom star Georgina 
Spelvin) were added to Andre Hunebelle’s 57 French feature. “ One of the 
real precedent setting cases that didn’t get a lot of publicity was for 
TWILIGHT GIRLS. It was one of the films that helped put the censor board 
in New York out of business. We fought that one up to the New York 
Supreme Court. I did that specifically because I felt minor movies deserved 
the same consideration that the majors got. We fought it and won. Right 
after that, they disbanded. At that time, every state had its own censor 
board. All of them were knocked down with Maryland and New York being 
the last holdouts. They had to be carried out of the ring. Maryland went 
down fighting.” (The Maryland censor board was finally dissolved 
in 1981!) 

“1, A WOMAN (65) was done as a flashback and it was very confusing 
to audiences. It was also a little slow for American audiences. So we 
trimmed it up, and it was considered a great task to change these films. 
Actually, at the time, there were no distributors with a background in film 
editing. They were usually front office people. Probably the biggest money 
maker was I, A WOMAN. By the way, I, A WOMAN, was photographed by a 


very fine Danish director, Mac Ahlberg.” The Danish/Swedish production I, 
A WOMAN starred Essy Persson, later in VIBRATION from Audubon, 
MISSION STARDUST and CRY OF THE BANSHEE. 

“There was another picture that we re-edited, rather severely, called I 
SPIT ON YOUR GRAVE. That was the original French title, j’lRAIL 
CRACHER SUR VOS TOMBES. It was written by a rather famous French 
author/musician/actor/drug addict of the 50s called Boris Vian. He wrote 
this book without ever having been to the States! It’s about a black man 
that passes for white. Its about what happens when this man’s brother is 
lynched for dating a white woman. The charactere are supposed to be in 
Ohio, but there were palm trees everywhere and all these ridiculous things 
in it. It was shot in Nice, at Cinecitta. Everybody looked at it and they just 
laughed. Somebody bought the film, took it to the states and it folded 
because everybody just laughed. Again, if they had been film editors they 
would have seen the possibilities. The film was 
absolutely sensational and had a terrific cast. One of 
the actors in it is Claude Berri who made MANON OF 
THE SPRING and JEAN DE FLORETTE.” Star Christian 
Marquand later directed CANDY. 

“Anyway, we dubbed it with Southern accents. 
Instead of taking place in the North, it was taking 
place in the South. That’s where the book is set. We cut 
out all the stupid references and the bad geography 
and it really became a John Wayne movie for black 
audiences. It appealed to both 
black and white audiences and 
did terrific business. That film 
was our first really big success. 
Funnily enough, I think that 
the guy who did that horror 
film (of the same name) 
wanted to buy into the original 
French film. We had met him, 
and he was mad about the title. 
Several years later, he went out 
and made another film with 
that title.” Metzger also did 
editing and sound work for Jack 
Curtis’ cult horror movie THE 

FLESH EATERS (!). 

THE DIRTY GIRLS (filmed in 63) was Metzger’s first feature as 
producer/director. He also edited his own features. “I was the editor on all 
my pictures. Well, on a couple of films, I worked with somebody, but, 
basically, I was it. The idea was to make a picture about three levels of girls 
who favored men for commercial purposes. We wanted to do a very low 
kind of street girl, a more middle class type hooker and a very top flight 
call girl. We went to France and did the street girl sequence which ran 
about 25 minutes. We finished it and came back to the states. For financial 
reasons, we decided to put the second two stories together. The final picture 
is two unrelated stories, although related by the same subject, prostitution. 
It was done in Cinemascope and black and white. The second sequence 
was shot in Munich, and 1 developed a very good relationship with the crew 
there. 1 went back the following year and did THE ALLEY CATS (66). It was 
the first time anybody did a serious film about a female homosexual, a 
lesbian. It had been done before, but with a leer as a dirty picture, never as 
a serious attempt at thoughtfully studying the subject. It was also black 
and white.” Anne Arthur, Karen Field and Uta Levka starred. 
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CARMEN, BABY (67) was his first in 
color (Easlmancolor) and Ultrascope. It 
was filmed in Yugoslavia and in studios in 
Munich. Carmen is a waitress/hooker who 
seduces a policeman (Claude Ringer) to 
avoid a murder rap. She also manages to 
get her husband out of jail and has an 
affair with a rock singer. Uta Levka, who 
stars as Carmen, went on to appear in DE 
SADE, THE OBLONG BOX and SCREAM AND 
SCREAM AGAIN. Barbara Valentin 
(HORRORS OF SPIDER ISLAND) was also 
in it. “The most successful one that 1 made 
(for Audubon) was CARMEN, BABY.” 

THERESE AND ISABELLE (68) was an 
adaptation of Violette Leduc’s memoir filmed in France in b/w and 
Ultrascope. Essy Persson from 1, A WOMAN stars as Therese, who 
remembers her schoolgirl affair with Isabelle (Anna Gael). “1 met Leduc 
and the only thing she made me promise was not to make a dirty movie. 1 
think 1 kept my promise. Loneliness is a theme very much in my earlier 
films. 1 think that the thing I knew most was loneliness. I was the only one 
who travelled to Europe to make these pictures. 1 didn’t bring a crew or 
anything with me. Everybody around me was a stranger and 1 was a 
foreigner. 1 think that THERESE has part of my own isolation and 
loneliness in it.“ An alternate version has Therese happy in the arms of her 
fiance at the end. “That scene was shot and that version was released in 
some areas. When we were doing the film, in the middle of shooting, 1 
thought that we were spending a lot of money on this movie, a lot of effort. 
There might have been a chance that no one would play the movie, 
because THE FOX had not come out, and here we were with a glossy film 
about two girls involved in a lesbian affair. 1 thought that we should hedge 
our bets and do something with a happy ending. 1 called Ava in New York 
and asked her what she thought. She wanted to know how long it would 
take, how much it would cost. So we got a friend of ours to do this shot. It 
ended up in what we called the drive-in version. That was the version 
without the character stuff, the stuff that’s considered slow for a drive-in 
movie. In an art house... it was fine. 

That has plagued me ever since. A 
certain number of ‘happy ending’ prints 
got into release, and they lost track of 
which ones were which. Every time we 
had an important screening, one of 
those prints would show up. 1 think that 
I have them all back or destroyed at 
this point.” 

“The dubbed version was released 
to drive-ins and home video, but you get 
into a little problem with terminology 
there. Portions of THERESE were 
actually shot in English and then 
dubbed into French. It’s like LA STRADA 
People would claim to hate dubbed 
pictures and insist on seeing the film in 
it’s original language. 1 saw the Italian 
language version of L\ STRADA. Now the 
actors were American and actually spoke 
English during the shoot. So the Italian 


version was the dubbed version.” Reviews at 
the time were often very negative. “A pattern 
developed that was really distressing. We 
would open a picture and get terrible 
reviews. Then, about a year later, someone 
would make a picture on a similar subject, 
and these same reviewers would write how 
much better my film had been! Every time 1 
was confused as to why they just didn’t say 
that in the first place. It would always be 
about a year later. Visconti had loved 
THERESE, but that wasn’t printed until the 
movie had been out six months.” THERESE 
was also involved in legal battles at the 
time and was banned 
in Pittsburgh. “That one went to the Supreme Court.” 

CAMILLE 2000 (69) was filmed in Rome in Technicolor and 
Panavision and was based on Alexandre Dumas’ “La Dame Aux 
Camelias.” Daniele Gaubert stars as the rich, drug addicted Rome party 
giver Marguerite (or Camille), who has “already ruined many men.” Nino 
Castelnuovo (THE CAVERN, FIVE MAN ARMY) co-stars as Armand Duval 
with Silvana Venturelli as Olympe, the model and Eleonora Rossi-Drago 
(also in UNCLE TOM’S CABIN and DORIAN GRAY) as Prudence. CAMILLE 
opens with a visible clapboard. The sex in CAMILLE is discreet, but erotic 
and the look of the film is incredible, with all white rooms and inflatable 
couches in lush villas. Many viewers remember the prison theme party 
with women in chains and handcufk and couples in cells. “CAMILLE has 
an original Technicolor with the three strips. We shot it at a time when 
they no longer were shooting the three strips. Technicolor has become a 
printing process, not a photographic process. They had given up shooting 
the Technicolor print after THE WIZARD OF OZ was made. I heard that 
Daniele Gaubert, the lead in CAMILLE 2000, died of cancer. CAMILLE had 
been her comeback film.” 

Critics have often tried to pin down Metzger’s influences. “There were 
only two people that I felt consciously had an influence, people that I 
actively tried to steal from when we got started. One, of course, was Orson 

Welles. 1 was 13 years old when CITIZEN 
KANE came out. Max Ophuls was 
certainly an influence. LOLA MONTES is 
one of my favorite movies. 1 never 
consciously stole from Resnais.” 

LICKERISH QUARTET was 
Metzger’s first feature to receive an X. It 
features a b/w stag film in a the film, 
altered reality and personality switches. 
It was filmed in a real castle in Italy. 
Blonde Silvana Venturelli stars as “the 
girl,” found performing a wall of death 
motorcycle act at a carnival. She goes 
home with “the man” (Frank WolfO, 
“the woman” (Erika Remberg) and “the 
boy” (Paolo Turco). “There is a film 
(Pasolini’s TEOREMA - 68) with a 
similar synopsis. 1 never wanted to see it 
for fear that someone would say I stole 
the idea for LICKERISH. I think that 
Terence Stamp m\steriously appears and 
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changes the lives of all the members of this family. Eventually, I think 
that everybody who works in film must make a movie about film. It must 
be genetic. 1 noticed that film screenings changed depending on the 
audience. I became fascinated because you could run a picture for one 
audience and it played one way. The actual film seemed to change 
depending on the atmosphere in the audience. With LICKERISH, I wanted 
to communicate the flexibility of something that was as fixed as film. 
Theoretically, film doesn’t change. It is recorded and it is going to last that 
way for a million years. But if you truly look at a movie, it is different ev'ery 
time you see it. Believe it or not, I don’t really like movies about movies. 
One very powerful film on the subject was JULIET OF THE SPIRITS. At 
some point MOMA shows LICKERISH 
as a part of a series that they call self- 
referential film. I am not sure I really 
liked self -referential film.” The 
screenplay was published by Grove 
Press. 

The costumes and art direction 
for QUARTET (and CAMILLE) were by 
Enrico Sabbatini (THE TENTH 
VICTIM!) who was later nominated 
for an Oscar. ‘‘Michael DeForrest, the 
gentleman that 1 wrote LICKERISH 
with became a film editor. We wrote 
LICKERISH, isolated in the castle that 
was used for the film. For some 
reason it was never sold in Italy. 

Three of four years after it was made, 
a distributor came and said, well give 
you X number of dollars for it. It 
became the biggest grossing film in 
Italy that year with a new title, 

EROTICA, EXOTICA, PSYCHOTICA, 

FAB! ‘‘Sylvana Venturelli is married 
and lives in L.A. Erica Remberg (CAVE 
OF THE LIVING DEAD) was a very 
popular German actress, after the war. 

She, 1 think immediately preceded 
Romy Schneider at the top. She had 
retired and turned down everything 
until LICKERISH. She’s married and 
lives in Los Angeles now.” 

‘‘Frank Wolff was an American 
actor who didn’t do too much in the 
50s (he was in BEAST FROM 
HAUNTED CAVE and THE WASP 
WOMAN). Roger Comian was shooting a picture in Italy and told Frank 
that if he happened to be in Italy, he had a part for him. Corman couldn’t 
;ifford to bring him over. After that, Wolff went on to what became the 
biggest film in Italy. It was about the life of famous bandit hero, Salvatore 
Giuliano. Francesco Rossi directed it. Michael Cimino remade it (THE 
SICILIAN) a couple of years ago with the fellow who played Tarzan . After 
that and other successes, Wolff decided he only wanted to do art movies. 
When he was offered a part in FISTFUL OF DOLLARS, he turned it dowTi! 
(ed: he was in ONCE UPON A TIME IN THE WEST though). Two years after 
THE LICKERISH QUARTET, Frank Wolff look his owti life. He took a razor 
and slit his throat in the Hilton in Rome. We were all on location in 


Yugoslavia for LITTLE MOTHER when we read this in the Times. We kind 
of had to stop work for a few days. Frank was somebody that you got close 
to very quickly.” 

While LICKERISH QUARTET is probably Metzger’s best known 
feature, his next feature, although technically brilliant, remains obscure to 
most. Vincent Canby liked it, but the film was a commercial flop. LITTLE 
MOTHER or BLOOD QUEEN (72) is based on the rise and fall of Eva Peron, 
told in on/off flashbacks. It’s set in Argentina but was filmed in Yugoslavia. 
LITTLE MOTHER shows how the media can effectively manipulate the 
population using altered news footage. It also features torture scenes and 
some very erotic (but not explicit) sex scenes. Chrisliane Kruger stars as the 

manipulating Marina Pinares. 
Siegfried Rauch is Carlo Pinares. 
With Mark Damon, Ivan Desny and 
Anton Diffring as the Cardinal. A 
letterboxed video version is available 
(with Finnish subtitles). ‘‘The whole 
world changed with the release of 
DEEP THROAT and BEYOND THE 
GREEN DOOR. I think that audiences 
expected LITTLE MOTHER to be 
along the lines of THERESES AND 
ISABELLE, but it was a movie about 
corruption. There is very little sexual 
content in the film. You know, 
Chrisliane Kruger is the daughter of 
Hardy Kruger. The male lead in the 
film, Mark Damon was in that great 
Roger Corman version of HOUSE OF 
USHER. He’s now a pretty successful 
producer. I think he did that Mickey 
Rourke movie, WILD ORCHID.” 

SCORE (73), based on an off 
Broadway play, also had a hard lime 
finding an audience. A bi-sexual 
swinger couple in a European 
‘‘village of leisure” successfully 
“score” with a younger couple. 
SCORE has characters smoking pot 
and using amyl nitrate and 
male/male scenes that would send 
many fans of earlier Metzger features 
running for the exit, but is often very 
funny and has a comical narration. 
Clare Wilbur, who had also been in 
the play, stars as Elvira with Lynn 
Lowiey as the naive Catholic Betsy, Calvin Culver and Gerald Grant. It was 
filmed in Zagreb, Yugoslavia. “In SCORE, for all the frivolity and so forth, 
the older couple have feelings for each other. Even the younger couple 
have feelings for each other. These feelings are just on the rocks at the 
moment.” Two versions of SCORE exist, one part hardcore. “They really 
are not that much different. It is only one little scene with the two men 
with a few extra shots. I don’t think the hardcore version was shown all 
that much. Perhaps just in New York and other major cities. Did you know 
that Sylvester Stallone had played the telephone repairman in the play? He 
was really awful. He’s actually very good now. I mean compared to what he 
does now, he was an amateur. “ 
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Wilbur went on to win Oscars for her documentary work. She shared 
a 1975 Oscar for documentary short subject (“End Of The Game") . Fans 
of Lynn Lowry from Athens, GA., (also in THEY CAME FROM WITHIN, 
SUGAR COOKIES and 1 DRINK YOUR BLOOD) will want to see SCORE for 
her eye popping lesbian scenes. Calvin Culver, had achieved notoriety 
before SCORE in BOYS IN THE 
SAND, the breakthrough, DEEP 
THROAT of gay hardcore. “1 thought 
that Calvin Culver was right for the 
part. 1 liked him and 1 really didn’t 
think than anybody would know he 
was a gay porn star. He had used 
another name, Casey Donovan. He 
died, by the way, two weeks before 
Ava." 

THE PUNISHMENT OF ANNE 
or THE IMAGE (73, released 76 by 
Audubon) is an S+M movie based on 
the French novel “The Image" by 
“Jean de Berg.” Marilyn Roberts stars 
as Claire, a dominatrix. and Mary 
Mendum is Anne, a masochist, also 
involved with jean, a male writer in 

Paris. ‘‘We started filming but in the middle of shooting, the Supreme 
Court came down saying that you couldn’t shoot erotic movies. We were 
nervous because this was a film that was dealing with subject matter far 
mote controversial than the typical erotic film. Nothing came from the 
decision, but we were held up. It took a little longer than the other films. 
In the mean time, we shot PAMELA MANN. We had to come back and 
finish THE IMAGE." It was based on a book by Alain Robbe-Grillet. 
“Actually, he and his wife. In France, his reputation as a novelist and 
director is so established that he was able to halt the film version from 
being released there. Between our acquisition of his book and the making 
of the film THE STORY OF 0 was released. It was very successful at the box

office, and he asked us for more money. We had a contract, and I said we 
couldn’t do that. 1 didn’t appreciate the pressure, so we said. Fuck You."’ 
The screenplay was published by Grove Press. 

“Claire draws jean into her world because she desires to play Anne’s 
role. There is a very effective scene near the end of the movie. After being 

bested by jean, Claire asks Anne, 
‘Where will I go? What will 1 do?’ Anne 
shines a harsh light on her own face 
and the two actresses, although 
separated by a 20 year difference, 
suddenly appear very similar. That is 
also in the book and I think we 
adapted that scene well for the picture. 
Marilyn Roberts was in the original 
cast of 'Futz,' the Tom Horgan play 
about the man in love with a pig. It 
was kind of important in the 70s." 
THE IMAGE was shot in France but 
interiors were done in NYC. “You can’t 
tell at all. Believe it or not, the 
interiors were shot at Roy Cohn’s 
house. He really was one of the biggest 
scumbags of all time." 

At this point Metzger started using the pseudonym Harry Paris for 
hard core X rated movies (from Catalyst Productions). Today many of 
them are better known than the earlier Metzger features. Most of the Paris 
features received publicity, good reviews and were boxoffice hits. They’re 
still considered the best of the theatrical release porno movies and are still 
popular on tape. Some consider them the only porno movies, worthy of 
serious criticism. “1 would like to say something really in defense of all the 
people who were making pictures at the time. If you look at the people who 
were making hardcore, they generally came from other fields. There were 
no people who had done feature films prior to that, so I never thought that 
it was fair to compare other X rated movies to mine. It wasn’t fair to the

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other people. For instance, I saw a picture called THE DEVIL IN MISS 
JONES. This is Gerard Damiano’s second movie. Compared to my second 
movie, it was genius. This guy was a hairdresser, had made one movie, and 
his second picture was this good. 1 had studied film at City College, worked 
as a schlepper, made movies. It took a long time for me to learn the craft.” 

”1 think that any eroticism is dependent on the preparation. 
Most hardcore means that you can only see two bodies. They can be 
humans, they can be monkeys, they could be dogs. There is merely a 
physical, biological act and there isn’t much socialization to it. What we 
did was to take the eroticism that we had 
done previously and simply extend it to 
hardcore. As far as the choreography, the 
stuff was usually planned around some 
central idea, and it became an extension 
of the character that we were working 
with. Also, the other ingredient that might 
make a difference is the magic element of 
time. We spent more time making the 
films because we controlled the 
distribution, the production, the writing, 
everything. We had that flexibility.” 

In NAKED CAME THE STRANGER 
(74), based on the best selling novel. 

Darby Lloyd Rains stars as NYC radio talk 
show hostess Gillian Blake. In one scene 
she enjoys sex on a 5th Ave. bus and a clip 
from CAMILLE 2000 is shown. With Levi 
Richards, Mary Stuart and Helen 
Madigan. ‘T definitely thought she 
(Rains) had something. She had a very 
pretty face but was very short, very short 
legs. We had to photograph her very 
carefully. Did you know that she had 
played a stripper in THE FRENCH 
CONNECTION? A few years ago, I thought 
I saw her on the street, but was uncertain 
and reluctant to approach her. My theory 
is that STRANGER never made as much 
as the other pictures because it is the less 
perverse of the bunch. We also had quite a 
limited budget on it too because it was a tax 
write off for the fictitious Penelope Ashe. About 17 writers and editors at 
(Long Island) Newsday got together and wrote ‘Naked Came The Stranger.’ 
It was promoted heavily as being the work of a Long Island housewife. 
When the book became big, a sister-in-law of one of the authors posed as 
Penelope Ash and appeared on the talk show circuit. When the whole thing 
was revealed to be a hoax, the book did even better business.” 

In THE PRIVATE AFTERNOONS OF PAMELA MANN (75) Barbara 
Bourbon stars as a housewife being tracked by a PI hired by her wealthy 
husband. The all-star pom cast includes Darby Lloyd Raines as a maid, 
Georgina Spelvin (POLICE ACADEMY HI) as a hooker. Sonny Landham 
(48 HOURS, PREDATORS...), Jamie Gillis (NIGHT OF THE ZOMBIES), Eric 
Edwards and the late Marc (‘‘10 ’A”) Stevens. Variety (which was reviewing 
pom features at the time) said ‘‘Hardcore features of the caliber of this film 
are rare.” The New York Times coined the phrase ‘porno chic’ to describe 
the trendy popularity of the new hardcore features. ‘‘PAMELA MANN was 
released just as ‘porno chic’ hit. It was colossal timing. Perfect timing.” It 


was also a time of many court battles over pom movies. ‘‘Tliat was really 
the reason for changing my name. We were really terrified. When Addison 
Verrill wanted to reveal that 1 had made STRANGER... and PAMELA MANN, 

1 begged him not to. I told him that he would be taking bread out of the 
mouths of my employees and their families. The problem was not so much 
on the local level. The big fear that everyone had were the Federal 
regulations about crossing state lines. If your print crossed the state line, 
you could be in a great deal of difficulty. There was a very big test case that 
took place in New Orleans (concerning) DEEP THROAT. They arrested 
theatre owners, theatre bookers, actors, 
people who were very far removed from 
the film. So the legal aspect of it forced me 
to change my name. The other reason was 
that 1 felt the name Radley Metzger was 
identified with a kind of picture. It was a 
kind of brand name that we weren’t 
creating anymore. 1 didn’t want people to 
get confused. 

THE OPENING OF MISTY 
BEETHOVTN (76) is often called the ‘‘best 
sex film ever made.” Constance Money 
stars as Misty, a Paris hooker in a sex 
version of ‘‘Pygmalion” set in Paris and 
NYC. Jamie Gillis is wealthy sex researcher 
Seyhiour Love. With Terri Hall (GUMS), 
Gloria Leonard and Ras Kean. MISTY won 
the first annual AFAA Erotic Film award in 
77. The award was presented by actress Liz 
Renay. ‘‘I never wanted to use people that 
I had known in the field. Even in the Paris 
pictures, I tried to use new faces. I was in a 
very big conflict over using Jamie Gillis for 
MISTY BEETHOVEN. 1 told him so. I said, 
you know, this part was written for you, 
but I don’t want to use you because you 
are so typecast as a pom actor. It came 
about because there was no one else. 
When we made MISTY BEETHOVEN, 
Gloria Leonard was a legal secretary who 
was interested in starring in an erotic film. 
Jamie Gillis brought her to my attention. 
She was a little older than mist women in the business. I think w-e became 
friends because we were the only two on the set close in age. She became 
such a spokesperson for the counterculture that I once thought 
my tombstone would be inscribed, ‘Here lies the man who discovered 
Gloria Leonard.’” 

A reporter (C. J. Laing) interviews an infamous prostitute (Annette 
Haven) in a NYC sex restaurant in BARBARA BROADCAST (77). With 
Suzanne McBain, Jamie Gillis, Bobby Astyr, Wade Nichols and Constance 
Money outtakes from MISTY BEETHOVEN. ‘‘You can go down and see the 
restaurant. It was the Manhattan Hotel on 44th SL and 8th Ave. It’s being 
advertised on TV all the time under a different name. They had gone 
bankrupt. We made the deal to shoot there and then they decided to 
auction off everything in the place. The auctioneer came in and said no 
shooting would be allowed until night. So, the whole film had to be shot 
from eight at night until about six A.M. We made the restaurant in the 
middle of the marble lobby. I walked past the other day and cut through 
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Gerald Grant, Clare Wilbur, Lyrm Lowry and Calvin Culver in SCORE. 


the hotel. They have made a restaurant in the lobby and put the tables 
almost in the same place as we did!” Gloria Leonard stars as a NYC 
madame teaching her younger sister (jenny Baxter) everything (including 
S+M techniques) she knows in MARASCHINO CHERRY (78), the last of the 
official Paris features. With Leslie Bovee, Annette Haven, C. J. Laing, 
Suzanne McBain, Wade Nichols, Eric Edwards and more outtakes with 
Constance Money, who was featured in the timely July 78 Playboy. 

“We did the five Harry Paris films and I didn’t think that any more 
were needed. There were a lot of films around, and I think that exhibition 
had changed. There was a shift in taste to more generic eroticism.” THE 
CAT AND THE CANARY (78), the 4th version of the famous 1922 stage 
play, was a complete departure for Metzger. The comic mystery was 
produced by Richard Gordon in England and starred Carol Lynley, Honor 
Blackman, Michael Callan, Edward Fox, Wendy Hiller, Olivia Hussey, 
Daniel Massey and Wilfreid Hyde-White. “1 think it was a fun picture, but 
the litigation involved was horrendous. The distributor chose not to honor 
the contract. We sued, and it is very difficult to be the aggressor in a law 
suit. After all those years of defending myself in censorship cases in which 
we never lost one, there I was trying to create a case on the other side. It 
took a very long time. We won the suit because it was an obvious breach. 
The picture was finally released in 1981, but the timing was off. The 
haunted house aspect helped when it came to ancillary rights. Outside of 
theatres, CAT has done tremendous business. It was the leader in all those 
syndication packages. It has never stopped playing. We actually have been 
living off that picture for eight or nine years.” 

Metzger was producer (and uncredited co-director) of THE 
TALES OF TIFFANY LUST (81), by French pom specialist Gerard Kikoine 
(who later made BURIED ALIVE and EDGE OF SANITY). Arlene Manhattan 
stars as a woman who goes to a sex therapist. Many other pom stars of the

day were in the cast: Vanessa Del Rio as a radio talk show hostess, Deseree 
Cousteau, Samantha Fox, Veronica Hart (later aka Jane Hamilton), Misty, 
Merle Michaels and Ron Jeremy. “After CAT, it was a question of going into 
video production or TV production. I did one picture for Playboy, for their 
cable show. 1 just think that things had changed to the point that the 
audience wasn’t there. The couples market was gone and everything had 
shifted.” The Playboy cable 
movie THE PRINCESS AND 
THE CALL GIRL (84) was a 
softcore feature with a socialite 
and a high price prostitute 
changing places for two days. It 
was also released theatrically by 
Manly. THE WORLD OF HENRY 
PARIS (86) was an 
unauthorized 1986 porno 
compilation tape with a female 
narrator that even included 
scenes from CARMEN, BABY.

- PART ONE - 


Interview by Anthony Petkovich in Clerke’s North 
Hollywood home 

R obert Irby Clarke was born in Oklahoma City 
on June 1, 1920, the son of an oil man. ‘The 
Irby in my name is taken from the second 
largest cotton brokerage firm in the world at the time 
- Harris, Irby and Pose. My grandfather was a 
partner in that company. Early on in his career, he 
got my dad started in the cotton business. During the 
great depression, though, they had some pretty 
rough times, and after three or four years of not 
doing so well, my dad and his brother went into the 
oil investment business. They started buying mineral 
rights around the state. In those days, farmers could 
sell their mineral rights if they wanted to. I think my 
dad and his brother only invested $1 0,000 - a lot of 
money back then. He didn’t live to see the fruition of 
his efforts. But today, my brother and sister and I are 
still receiving checks from those oil fields. It’s not a 
lot when you split it three ways, but it’s certainly 
more than my dad would’ve imagined.” 

“My dad wanted to be an actor, a dream he 
sort of passed on to me. He would’ve been a pretty 
good actor, too, but his health was too frail. So, 
when I decided that I wanted to be an actor, he was 
100% for it, and always encouraged me to pursue it.” 
Clarke’s early acting influences included Douglas 
Fairbanks Jr., Clark Gable and Fredric March. In 



high school, kids jokingly called him ‘Robert Taylor 
Clarke,’ because they insisted he looked like actor 
Robert Taylor. Clarke decided it best to have a back 
up, so he majored in economics. “As a freshman, I 
attended a small junior college in Missouri, Kemper 
Military School, whose most famous cadet was the 
great Will Rogers. The second year I went to the 
University of Oklahoma. There was no way I could 
be Fredric March, although I went to the University 
of Wisconsin my final two years in college because 
the teacher who taught March in 1 91 8, Gertrude E. 
Johnson, also taught interpretive drama there.” 

After graduating in 41 , Clarke worked in the 
civil service as part of the U.S. Signal Corps in 
Chicago for a little over a year. In 43 he was drafted. 
Due to a chronic asthmatic condition however, 
he didn’t pass the physical. Soon afterwards, 
he headed for California to pursue his dream of 
becoming an actor, landing, soon enough, a 
contract at RKO at $1 00 a week. “I was at RKO 
under contract from 44 to 47. My first small part 
was in THE FALCON IN HOLLYWOOD. It was 
a a series, originally with George Sanders. 
They did four or five of ’em a year. They were B 
pictures, programmers. It was like the Thin 
Man series, only not so good. When he got into 
other films, Sanders got his brother Tom 
Conway to take over the lead. It was kind of a 
whodunit, set in tinseltown and I was cast as an 
assistant director. I was in and out of it, had, 
oh, half a dozen scenes, but they were brief. 
The director was Gordon Douglas. Rita Corday 
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and Barbara Hale were also in the cast.” 

At RKO, Clarke was in many features each 
year, sometimes without billing or lines, other times 
with notable roles. FIRST YANK INTO TOKYO (45) 
was an outrageous WWII propaganda movie with 
Tom Neal (DETOUR) going through plastic surgery 
to pose as a Japanese soldier. THE ENCHANTED 
COTTAGE (45) starred Robert Young as a 
disfigured soldier. It was a remake of a 1924 fantasy. 
Young and a homely woman (Dorothy McGuire) 
magically transform in a New England cottage. “I 
played a soldier in the early part of the film who sees 
Dorothy McGuire sitting alone at a ballroom dance. I 
start as if I'm going to ask her to dance and then, 
seeing how rather unattractive she is, decline, by 
bending over and just tying my shoe. It was kind of a

difficult little piece of acting because there was no 
dialogue." Two more starring the future Dr. Marcus 
Welby were THOSE ENDEARING YOUNG 
CHARMS (45) also featuring fellow contract player 
Laurence Tierney and LADY LUCK (46) with co- 
starred Barbara Hale. 

Clarke was in two famous pictures from the 
respected RKO producer Val Lewton, THE BODY 
SNATCHER (45) directed by Robert Wise and 
BEDLAM (46) directed by Mark Robson. Both 


starred Boris Karloff. “I remember I got in a little late 
that morning and the (BODY SNATCHER) scene 
was already in progress as far as rehearsal and the 
director Robert Wise said, ‘Bobby, we’re on 
schedule here so c’mon, let’s get goin.’ So, I jumped 
in and started to rehearse. And, as Henry Daniell 
gave me my cue, I forgot my line. Daniell just 
barreled right through, didn’t pause or wait for me to 
say the line. Wise said, ‘Wait, wait, Bobby Clarke 
has a line there, now let’s go back and do it again 
and give him a chance to get his lines in there.’ I 
thought that was very considerate of him. Wise was 
a craftsman who wanted the very best end product. 
So he wanted everybody to be the very best they 
could be, including those who had small parts, 
like myself.” 

Karloff had one of his best roles as 
Gray, the seedy, unscrupulous 19th 
century Edinburgh title character. “Even 
then, Karloff was considered a very fine 
actor. He was kind, extremely thoughtful 
of his fellow actors. He didn’t take the 
position of ‘star’ at all. He was just one of 
the cast, though, of course, he was the 
star. But he didn’t use that in any way to 
upstage anybody. Boris told me about 
being on stage in ‘Arsenic And Old Lace’ 
back in New York in the late 30s. He got 
hit with such a bad case of stage fright 
that he couldn’t go on the first week or so 
when they were in rehearsal, he just 
watched from the audience. And for the 
rest of the rehearsal, he said, ‘I walked 
the streets of New York all night trying to 
get up the courage to go on. The opening 
night, I don’t even remember. Somebody 
just pushed me on the stage. After that, I 
had diarrhea for about three weeks.’” 

Bela Lugosi had a small part as an 
eavesdropping caretaker who tries to 
blackmail Gray. “Bela had an extremely 
bad back problem. When he wasn’t in the 
scene, he was in his dressing room on a 
bed cot. He napped on the set quite a bit, 
in his dressing room. What I’ve read 
since, and we didn’t know it at the time, apparently, 
the pain was excruciating and he became addicted 
to drugs during that time. In fact, his demise was 
clouded quite a bit with this drug problem. He was 
very emaciated when he finally passed away. I don’t 
think he ever licked his problem.” 

Karloff was the sadistic, darkly humorous 
Master Sims of an 18th Century London asylum in 
BEDLAM. Clarke has a much larger, in fact key role 
in BEDLAM, as Dan The Dog, one of Sims’ abused 
inmates, a method performance that could rank as 
one of Clarke’s best. “I talked to one of the 
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psychiatrists on duty at one of the mental hospitals 
here in L.A. and did some observations of the 
inmates. Of course, the time the picture takes place, 
the zanies or the insane were not treated very 
humanely. I recall when Mark (Robson) was 
directing me in the scene where I and some other 
inmates are playing cards, but instead of betting 
poker chips, I bet canines, since my character Dan 
The Dog is obsessed with them for whatever reason. 
Robson in directing me was extremely meticulous, 
each time I moved my hands, where I was to place 
the cards, he was extremely detailed. He put a great 
deal of thought into that scene, which is why it plays 
so well. I think the credit should be shared with those 
who were depicting the inmates, some of them just 
extras. Jason Robards Sr. was one of them. Of 
course, he had dialogue, he was a contract player at 
RKO. And Ian Wolfe was very good, too. Ian just 
passed away not too long ago. Talk about someone 
who was always giving their very, very best. Ian was 
highly respected as a performer.” 

“When the picture was screened in the studio, 

I noticed my name had been left off the cast credits. 
The next day, I talked to Mr. Lewton about it and he 
said, ‘Oh, I’m sure it was there. I know it. I saw it.’ 
'Well, would you be good enough to take another 
look?’ I asked him. A day or two later, he called and 
apologized for the mistake. Lewton tried to rectify it, 
but it would have meant that the whole first reel 
would have to be redone insofar as the sound mix, 
dialogue track, music, the whole thing would have to 
be done over. And naturally, they didn’t want to 
spend the money just for one person’s name. So I 
got a beautiful letter of apology from Mr. Lewton.” 

Clarke was in two more features by Robert 
Wise. A GAME OF DEATH (45) was RKO’s remake 
of THE MOST DANGEROUS GAME, this time 
starring John Loder. Clarke was a helmsman and 
Noble Johnson from the original 1932 film also

appeared. CRIMINAL COURT (46) 
was a mystery with Tom Conway 
and Martha O’Driscoll. Two small 
roles were in Pat O’Brien movies: 
MAN ALIVE (45) and FIGHTING 
FATHER DUNNE (48). Clarke was 
in two comedies starring Wally 
Brown and Alan Carney, RKO’s 
short lived answer to Abbott And 
Costello. RADIO STARS ON 
PARADE (45) was followed by 
GENIUS AT WORK (46) featuring 
Lionel Atwill and Bela Lugosi. 

Clarke had larger roles in a 
series of westerns based on Zane 
Grey novels (WANDERER OF THE WASTELAND, 
SUNSET PASS, CODE OF THE WEST) that starred 
James Warren and one (THUNDER MOUNTAIN) 
that starred Tim Holt. They were followed by more 
Tim Holt westerns (UNDER THE TONTO RIM, 
RIDERS OF THE RANGE and PISTOL HARVEST), 
many only one hour long. Richard Martin played 
Holt’s comic sidekick Chico Rafferty. “Yeah, I was in 
Tim Holt westerns. All I can say about those pictures 
is, I got a big thrill out of them. I was usually cast as 
the renegade son who was either gambling or 
boozing or whatever - the bad boy of the story. It 
was kind of fun being the heavy. These pictures 
were made in from ten days to two weeks. They 
were budget westerns, not like the big variety 
westerns with Randolph Scott or John Wayne, 
where they’d take seven, eight, ten weeks to make 
the picture. They were usually filmed at Lone Pine, 
California. At least all the exteriors were shot there.” 
Holt’s career went from THE MAGNIFICENT 
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hell with that!’ he said, ‘You should 
put in a word or two. It’ll help you 
look a lot better.’ And I did, which 
was very nice of him. Tierney 
would go over to a restaurant 
across the street from RKO called 
Lucy’s and he would have three or 
four martinis. He’d get pretty 
bombed. The assistant director 
went looking for him to start filming 
again after lunch. So he went to 
Lucy’s and found Tierney, who 
refused to come back unless the 
producer came over and asked 
him to come back. So, Martin 
Mooney, the producer, who also 
wrote the script and did some time 
in San Quentin himself, went over 
there and Tierney said, ‘I won’t 
come over unless you bring one of 
those messenger bikes over and 
I’ll ride it back.’ So, they got him a 
bike, he got on and he turned to Mooney and said, 
‘You get on the handlebars and I’ll ride you back with 
me.’ And they crossed Melrose, which is a very busy 
street, riding this bike. That’s the only way he’d come 
back to work. That’s why he didn’t last very long at 
RKO. The son-of-a-gun, as good as an actor as he 
was - and still is. I recently saw him at a science 
fiction convention at the Beverly Garland Hotel. He 
looks like that guy Tor - Tor Johnson! Larry was 
such a good heavy, a good gangster. One of the 
best. I mean, you look at some of his stuff, he’s 
excellent!” SAN QUENTIN also featured another 
RKO contract player, the late Raymond Burr, in his 
first role. 

“I was also in RETURN OF THE BAD MEN

AMBERSONS to H. G. Lewis’ THIS STUFF’LL KILL 
YA! ‘Tim Holt was very conscientious. He watched 
the productions almost as though they were partly 
his, and in a sense they were because he was the 
star and it was important for things to go well.” 

DESPERATE (47) was an Anthony Mann film 
noir starring Steve Brodie with Clarke as a bus 
driver. He was also in the Loretta Young hit THE 
FARMER’S DAUGHTER (47) and IF YOU KNEW 
SUSIE (48) with Eddie Cantor. A third Karloff movie 
with Clarke was DICK TRACY MEETS GRUESOME 
(47), the last of a series. Ralph Byrd starred. “I play a 
forensic chemist, physicist or something like that. My 
part was small. I was amused at some of the things 
Karloff did to make (Gruesome) a little different from 
a straight out-and-out criminal. Karloff gave me a still 
of himself and he wrote on it, ‘To Bob Clarke - Be as 
lucky as I am,’ which I thought displayed a great deal 
of modesty, because he was a 
much a finer actor than I think 
he’s ever given credit for.” 

Another feature by Gordon 
Douglas, SAN QUENTIN (47) 
starred Lawrence Tierney as an 
ex con. “It was a prison film and 
I played a kid going up for the 
first time. Larry’s a nice sort of a 
guy and he was certainly nice to 
me in a scene where I was 
sitting in the middle, between 
him and Barton MacLane in the 
back seat of a car. I didn’t have 
any dialogue in the scene. After 
rehearsal, Tierney said, ‘Look 
Clarke, when I say so-and-so, 
get into the scene a little bit.’ I 
said, ‘It’s not in the script.* ‘Oh ta 
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(48) with Randolph Scott, Anne Jeffreys and Gabby 
Hayes. I recall Gabby Hayes teaching me how to fire 
a rifle in one scene. He said I should deliver the line, 
‘You squeeze the trigger just a wee bit’ with the 
emphasis on the ‘wee.’ ‘Squeeze the trigger just a 
weeeee bit,’ he kept saying. He kept going over it 
and over it. I was just glad when they finally got it 
shot.” LADIES OF THE CHORUS (48) was a 
Columbia release about burlesque dancers with 
Marilyn Monroe. In 1948 Howard Hughes took over 
RKO, a studio whose days were numbered. 
Meanwhile, Clarke did some summer stock work 
in NYC and made his Broadway debut in ‘‘The 
Play’s The Thing” starring Louis Calhern and 
Faye Emerson. 

Back in Hollywood, Clarke almost became an 
early TV series star. THE THREE MUSKETEERS 
(50) and THE TALES OF ROBIN HOOD (50) were 
both 60 minute long 
unsold TV pilots from 
producer Hal Roach 
Jr. Paul Cavanagh 
was the villain in 
both. "As far as I’m 
able to determine, 

MUSKETEERS was 
the first feature made 
for television. It 
showed on New 
Year’s day in 1950 
and was later 
released in theatres.” 

Budd Boetticher 
directed. “We made 
$55 a day. Terrible. 

But for me, it was a 
chance to hopefully do 
a series.” Clarke wore a pencil thin mustache for his 
role as D’Artagnon. “Jack Pierce, who also did 
Karloff’s Frankenstein makeup, laid it on with spirit 
gum. He was a real artist. I had my own mustache in 
ROBIN HOOD (laughs). The director James Tinling 
was so busy with the whole production, which was a 
four day shoot, that we just romped. They were 
trying to make it a robust swashbuckler, as if it were 
all for fun. One of my grandchildren said, he never 
saw a picture with so much laughing. You know, a 
guy got hit in the butt with a sword and it was 
supposed to be funny. Paul Cavanagh was such a 
professional despite the fact that this was such a B- 
minus budget. He lent a great deal of quality to the 
production.” Lippert released ROBIN HOOD in 
theatres in 51 and Howco released THE THREE 
MUSKETEERS (as BLADES OF THE 
MUSKETEERS) in 53. 

A MODERN MARRIAGE (50, from 
Monogram) starred Clarke and Margaret Field (the 


mother of Sally) as newlyweds. “It was about a 
young girl played by Margaret, who’s psychologically 
afraid of marriage, the culmination of marriage, and 
its implications. I played the young husband. Nice 
little story. During its filming, Margaret and I both 
heard they were interviewing actors for this Planet X 
picture on Sunset. We both auditioned. In the last 
few years. I’ve heard that there were over 1 00 actors 
interviewed for those parts.” Clarke and Field were 
later teamed two more times. Clarke also did some 
summer stock work and his first Broadway show, 
‘The Play’s The Thing” around this time. His contract 
was over, but he was called back to RKO for another 
Tim Holt western, then he was in two features by the 
only female director working in Hollywood for many 
years, Ida Lupino. “I went over to RKO and read for 
Ida. Her mind was a decisive one, she made it up 
very quickly. After she heard me read, she just said, 

‘That’s it. Okay, you’re 
it!’ So in a sense, Ida 
rescued me from the 
westerns in that she 
gave me the 
opportunity to sort of 
switch gears and get 
into different parts.” 

“Ida broke into the 
directing field with low 
budget films. Howard 
Hughes owned RKO 
at the time and he 
allowed her the 
opportunity but he 
didn’t risk a lot of 
money because these 
pictures were 

exploitation type. For 
instance, in OUTRAGE (50), the subject matter 
concerned a young girl (Mala Powers) who was 
raped. It was mostly implied or told about. There 
were no visuals - unlike today where they gotta show 
you everything. I play Mala Powers’ first boyfriend. 
After she had this experience, we had a very volatile 
emotional sequence and she ran away.” Lupino also 
co-wrote OUTRAGE. Clarke was cast as the 
boyfriend of star Sally Forrest in HARD, FAST AND 
BEAUTIFUL (51), about a domineering mother’s 
obsession with her daughter’s success in the world 
of championship tennis. “It sort of followed the story 
of Kirk Douglas as a boxer in CHAMPION. Ida was 
the consummate actor’s director. She was a good 
actress and knew the problems actors might face, so 
you had a lot of confidence in her. She could give 
you a line reading that was just right on. She was 
marvelous.” Lupino, from London, also directed (or 
co-directed) NOT WANTED (49), THE HITCH- 
HIKER and THE BIGAMIST (both 53), all concerning 
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lost people. She later directed THE TROUBLE WITH 
ANGELS (66) and hundreds of TV shows while 
continuing to act. 

CASA MANANA (51) was a Monogram 
musical directed by Jean Yarbrough with Clarke co- 
starring with Virginia Wells and opening a nightclub 
for her. He also co-starred in two Republic features 
directed by R. G. Springsteen. In STREET BANDIT 
(51) he was a lawyer defending a gangster (Roy 
Barcroft) in the slot machine business. THE 
FABULOUS SENORITA (52) starred Estelita in two 
roles plus Clarke and Rita Moreno. Estelita went on 
to co-star with Ronald Reagan in TROPIC ZONE 
(53). Clarke was in four features for the 
writer/producer duo Jack Pollexfen and Aubrey 
Wisberg. He received $350 a week (!) for starring in 
THE MAN FROM PLANET X (51) from UA. now 
considered a cult classic. Clarke is a reporter in the 
misty moors of a 
Scottish island who 
encounters one of the 
screen’s eeriest and 
most sympathetic 
aliens, complete with a 
spaceship and a 
raygun. “It was the first 
film ever released about 
an invader from another 
planet. We were in 
production after Howard 
Hawks’ THE THING 
and that of course was 
a big budget film. But 
they were waiting for 
the snow to fall. Ken 
Tobey told me that they 
waited for two or three months! In the meantime, 
Aubrey Wisberg and Jack Pollexfen started making 
PLANET X. We were in production in Hal Roach 
Studios on one sound stage with only a couple of 
shots that were done exteriorly. For the most part, it 
was done on the same sets that were originally built 
for JOAN OF ARC starring Ingrid Bergman.” 

Edgar G. Ulmer directed. “Edgar was 
originally a set designer. As a matter of fact, he did 
the glass paintings of the castle in the film. Painted 
them himself. Edgar never gave less than 1 50%. I’ve 
had people ask me, ‘What was it like to go to 
Scotland to do a picture?’ (laughs). I think it had to 
do with the fact that the set was filled with that 
simulated fog all day long. The crew’s eyes would be 
watery and bloodshot, their throats were sore. We, 
as actors, could go out once in a while. He didn’t just 
have a stationary camera like most B pictures. Like 
most B pictures before the zoom lens was invented, 
you had to lay track down on the floor, but with the 
rock set for the castle, it was uneven, so they had to 


continually shim it down. Edgar had a cameraman 
who was trying extra hard. And considering that we 
only had six days to shoot, the resulting camera 
moves gave such a wonderful, big feel to the 
production. Edgar also had a lot to do with editing 
the script which was very talky. He just had an 
enormous amount of input. Another director could 
have just made a flat B picture. He gave an artistic 
feel to it.” Margaret Field co-starred with William 
Schallert (best known as the (;lad on THE PATTY 
DUKE SHOW) as Prof. Elliot. “Bill was extremely 
professional. These days, of course, he does 
marvelous voice-overs on commercials. His father 
was the drama editor for the L.A. times. He’s a very 
sensitive actor.” 

Except for the artistry of Edgar G. Ulmer, 
virtually all the same cast (including Field and 
Schallert) and crew from PLANET X were used in 

CAPTIVE WOMEN (52). 
Albert Zugsmith was a 
producer. The futuristic 
RKO movie is really 
nothing more than Robin 
Hood with all the action 
taking place in a radiated 
forest, but mutants have 
their hands hacked off, 
characters are whipped, 
stabbed and garroted 
and NYC is destroyed! 
“That was originally 
called 3000 A.D., about 
life after the big atomic 
holocaust that everybody 
predicted, how life would 
be with renegade tribes. I 
thought it was pretty corny. It didn’t do very well 
when it first went out, but when they retitled it 
CAPTIVE WOMEN, it made some money. I think the 
innuendo of ’captive’ women and how people’s 
imaginations might chew at that and the implications 
of sexual overtones - which it didn’t have (laughs) 
turned it into big business. They were re-writing it 
while we were shooting and there was quite a bit of 
disorganization on the set. It was directed by Stu 
Gilmore, an editor for Howard Hughes. There was a 
fairly large cast, and never having directed before, 
Stu was a bit overwhelmed. It was a very 
unsatisfactory, disappointing experience.” 

The other two Pollexfen/Wisberg movies were 
tamer costume dramas. CAPTAIN JOHN SMITH 
AND POCAHONTAS (53) starred Anthony Dexter 
and Judy Lawrence. The Pathecolor U.A. release 
was directed by Lew Landers and produced by 
Edward Small. “I played John Rolfe, the guy in 
history who ended up marrying Pocahontas (Jody 
Lawrence).” Clarke starred in the RKO release 
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SWORD OF VENUS (53) as the son of the Count 
who is sent to Devil’s island. It was directed by 
Harold Daniels. With Dan O’Herlihy as the villain, 
Catherine McLeod and William Schallert as a 
drunken lawyer. Albert Zugsmith was a producer. “I 
never could figure out what the title of the film meant, 
they never explain to you what the Sword of Venus 
is. Jack Pollexfen was a very nice man, erudite, well 
read. We worked very cheap for him (laughs), 
like $350 a week, and they 
made the pictures in less than 
a week.” 

HER TWELVE MEN 
was from MGM (54). "I played 
a Cossack in that. It was a 
montage sequence. Greer 
Garson and I were dressed in 
bride and groom type clothes. 

And the soldiers were 
standing there with sabers 
over our heads. It was a 
dream sequence, and she 
was imagining her dream man 
in this fantasy world. I was her 
dream man (laughs). Robert 
Ryan starred in it with her.” 

MAN INTO SPACE and THE 
MAN AND THE CHALLENGE 
were some of the syndicated 
TV shows Clarke was on. 

‘Those were made at ZIV TV 
studios. Earlier, I used to work 
for ZIV on SEAHUNT with 
Lloyd Bridges, THE CISCO 
KID with Duncan Renaldo and HIGHWAY PATROL 
with Broderick Crawford. By three in the afternoon 
Broderick would usually be so stoned on the booze 
he couldn’t get the gun out of the holster, or put it 
back once he’d gotten it out, so they’d have to stop 
shooting for the day. But before noon, he was good. 
He had a rapid-fire kind of delivery.” 

To support himself, Clarke needed other work 
so he sold insurance. ”1 remember having lunch in 
the Hal Roach studios with a very good actor by the 
name of Robert Shayne (PV #15 Obit) and he told 
me that a lot of actors found that it helps their way of 
life if they’ve got a side business. He said, ‘If you 
come to my office. I’ll give you a few pointers which’ll 
help you take your exam and get your license.’ 
Shayne was very helpful. I was in the insurance 
business for about ten years, starting with casualty 
and later moving into life insurance sales.” 

From the lobby cards, BODY BEAUTIFUL, 
released by Savoy Roadshow Pictures in 53, looks 
like a nudist colony movie. “No, no it wasn’t a nudie. 
In those days, in the 50s, it was very, very 
conservative. It was about a gal - Susan Morrow 


(CAT WOMEN OF THE MOON). She and I were the 
leads. It was a modest film about a model. It was not 
a nudie picture. Max Nosseck (whose GARDEN OF 
EDEN was a nudist movie) directed. He was either 
from Poland or Hungary or one of those mid-eastern 
countries. He was a funny little character, spoke 
broken English. One thing I can remember about 
that picture was that they ran out of money and had 
to hold up shooting a day or so while they got some 
financial backing. It only took 
six or seven days to shoot.” 
THE BLACK PIRATES (54) 
was a Lippert release filmed 
on location in Ansco-color. 
“We were gonna be in San 
Salvador for three weeks and 
it ended up six weeks and I got 
amoebic dysentery, I really got 
very sick. It was a gruelling 
experience because it rained 
every day at noon. So we had 
to quit filming and go inside. 
Very dull. I tell, ya, making 
pictures is slow, hard, tedious 
work and most actors who are 
honest will tell you that.” 

Lon Chaney, Jr. was top 
billed in the pirate movie. “Lon 
was very pleasant, easy to 
work with. He always referred 
to his father as the ‘good 
actor.’ He didn’t drink on the 
set. I remember him coming 
back to the hotel from location 
about 3 pm and he pulled out a bottle of bourbon 
and said, ‘Zanybody want a slug?’ Everybody 
declined and he had a swig. He pulled a joke on the 
leading lady (Martha Roth), whom he called 
‘Marquita.’ He sent up a ten pound package of 
cheese to Martha’s room. I mean, he didn’t let her 
pay for it, but Lon got a big chuckle out of sending 
this big cheese. We ate a lot of it that afternoon with 
hors d’oeuvres.”

M ost youngsters (under 30) remember James Best as 
the inimitable Roscoe P. Coltrane on the long 
running THE DUKES OF HAZZARD series, but anybody 
with a working knowledge of movie history remembers a 
talented character actor, who’s worked alongside some of 
the most famous names in Hollywood. First cousin of the 
The Everly Brothers, James Best (original surname Guy) 
was born in Powderly, Kentucky, just a couple of years 
before the Great Depression destroyed the U.S. economy. 
His parents, victims of that catastrophe, were unable to 
provide for their nine child brood and reluctantly gave 
their children up for adoption. Young Jimmy moved with 
a new set of parents to a farm in Corydon, Indiana at the 
age of four. “In Indiana, you didn’t lock your doors, you 
didn’t worry about somebody stealing from you. A man’s 
word was his honor. I found out that a handshake turned 
into a fist in Hollywood. And 1 had to learn how to 
toughen up or die.” 


'ames Best went 
to Germany 
during and after 
WWIl as a guest 
of the U.S. 
government, on 
Army Air Corps 
B-17s and as a 
Military 
Policeman. After 
meeting a USO 
actress he thought 
acting for the 
troops might be a 
little less stressful 
than hunting 
postwar German 
terrorist gangs in 
Wiesbaden, so he 
auditioned for 
Army stage brass. 
The successful 
audition got him a 
transfer and a long 
run in the Special 
Services play “My 
Sister Eileen.” He 
toured all over 
Germany, playing 
in the French, 
British and 
American zones 
under the auspices of a young director named Arthur 
Penn. 

A fter that long run in the Army, he moved to New 
York, determined to try his luck as a starving 
Broadway actor and part time model. Big and little parts 
followed. “Hollywood was not my goal. The ‘legit’ 
theater, to me was the ultimate, as far as acting was 
concerned. I wanted to go to Hollywood to make some 
quick money - to come back to Broadway.” An 
opportunity came up to audition for a Universal Studios 
rep, looking for contract talent. In 1949, Universal 
Studios’ contract player program was an invaluable 
training ground for young actors. Some of Best’s fellow 
contractees - and friends - were Tony Curtis, Dennis 
Weaver, Jeff Chandler, Julie Adams, Hugh O’Brian, 
Peggie Castle, Shelley Winters and Clint Eastwood. 
“One week, you’d do a one line walk on, the next week 
you might be cast in a feature lead.” The rest of the time 
was spent in school, acting lessons, fencing lessons, 
riding, diction, how to walk... 

W hen he wasn’t acting or studying, he visited sets. “I 
went down to watch Jimmy Stewart do HARVEY 
(50). I would go to the makeup room early in the 
morning because they had the call sheets on the wall 
that said who was working, Errol Flynn to Gregory

Peck. Early work included bit parts in films ranging 
from Anthony Mann’s WINCHESTER ’73 (50) (as a 
young cavalry officer, alongside Tony Curtis) to Francis 
the talking mule and Ma and Pa Kettle movies. He was 
even the poster model for ABBOTT AND COSTELLO 
MEET THE INVISIBLE MAN (51). The shadow on the 
poster is Best. 

W hile at Universal, he became close friends with 
troubled Texas born WWII hero turned movie star 
Audie Murphy, and they eventually were in three 
pictures together. Best played one of the Younger 
Brothers in KANSAS 
RAIDERS (50), the first 
of his Universal contract 
features to be released 
and Murphy was Jesse 
James. “Audie and I got 
along very well. He liked 
people who were honest. 

Audie didn’t like people 
who said they were 
something they weren’t. 

Audie was very intense. 

We were doing KANSAS 
RAIDERS. Tony Curtis 
and I and Dick Long and 
Dewey Martin are coming 
out of this store and Audie 
shoots the villain down. I 
remember looking at Audie 
when he was shooting. I 
actually saw death. Audie was 
the most decorated soldier in 
WWII. And it never left him. 

Audie was always a dangerous 
man." 

[ was on a personal 
appearance with Audie 
down in Texas when he had 
just married an airline 
hostess. Four guys in a car 
driving the other direction 
came past us and yelled 

something at him that wasn’t complimentary. Audie 
shoved his wife out of the car and said, ‘Let’s go get ’em!’ 
and gunned the car and was going to go around the 
block. 1 said, ‘Audie, there’s four of them and they look 
like football players!’ He said, ‘That’s right, I got an 
equalizer.’ He had a forty-five over the windshield.” 
Luckily for the four guys they had left the area by then. 
Best was later in THE CIMARRON KID (51) and THE 
QUICK GUN (64) both also starring Murphy. In 1970 
Murphy was arrested for “assault with a deadly weapon.” 
He was acquitted, but the next year he died in a plane 
crash. 

B est’s friendship with Murphy, Universal’s biggest star, 
didn’t help him at contract renewal time. Studio 
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bosses refused to raise his salary despite his growing 
popularity with young female fans. He later found out 
that the primary reason was because he had dated the 
girlfriend of a studio bigwig. “It was a kiss and tell 
situation. 1 kissed and she told.” So he quit and was 
blackballed in Hollywood for a couple of years as a result. 
STEEL TOWN (52) was his last Universal feature 
released. “The only person who would hire me... who 
didn’t give a damn... was Gene Autry.” Cowboy star and 
producer Autry (now on the Forbes 400 list) put Best to 
work on the dusty dawn to dusk schedules of his “Flying 

A” productions Saturday 


morning western TV series. 
ANNIE OAKLEY starred 
5’2” Gail Davis from Little 
Rock, Arkansas. RANGE 
RIDER starred Jock 
Mahoney and there was the 
popular GENE AUTRY 
SHOW. Most half hour 
episodes were shot in two 
or three days. It was 
frequently too fast for 
proper continuity. “You 
changed hats, vests, boots 
and gunbelt. In one episode 
they said, ‘We’ll shoot you 
out of this tree.’ I said, ‘Well, in 
another scene, 1 shot a man out 
of a tree.’ They said, ‘Oh, My 
Lord, you’re shooting yourself!’ 
Happened many times.” 

A s a free lance player. Best 
also worked in a number of 
features throughout the 50s. In 
the famous Ray Harryhausen 
animated BEAST FROM 20,000 
FATHOMS (53), he was a radar 
man and there was a small role 
in the Ivan Tors production 
RIDERS TO THE STARS (54). 

The biggest sci-fi movie with 

Best though was FORBIDDEN 
PLANET (56). “I was one of the crew... that’s about it. 
MGM had one great big soundstage with the earth 
hanging in the background and we had the rayguns. 
After about two days we burn out the batteries in our 
rayguns, shooting at each other. The prop department 
wouldn’t give us any more batteries until we were ready 
to shoot, then they’d load our guns. Because the (id) 
monster killed us, they used dummies dressed like us. I 
remember failing asleep on a pile of the dummies. 
Some of the guys invited an audience every once in a 
while on the soundstage, to watch the shooting. 1 was 
sound asleep. And I woke up and there were about 
twelve nuns and fifty other spectators standing there, 
looking at me. So I just closed my eyes and pretended 
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like I was one of the dummies. I was too embarrassed to 
get up and walk out of there.” 

T he naked and the dead (58), based on Norman 
Mailer’s WWII novel was directed by Raoul Walsh, at 
the time, the oldest, toughest director in Hollywood. 
“Raoul Walsh had a patch over the eye. Tough, tough 
man. (When shooting) he wouldn’t watch the scene, 
necessarily. He had a cigarette always in the corner of 
his mouth and he’d say ‘Roll it!’ and they’d roll and all 
hell would break loose, explosions and everything else. 
We’d come in on the beaches in those invasions, 
explosions all over the place, and he’d turn to the script 
girl and say, ‘Did everybody 
say their lines? PRINT IT!”’ 

NAKED AND THE DEAD, 
made by RKO but released 
through Warners, was 
filmed in Panama. “One of 
the crew was killed by a 
snake. They couldn’t get 
him to the hospital quick 
enough. It was a nerve 
snake - he died so quickly, 
they didn’t know what kind 
of antidote to give him.” 

“There was a guy named Bill 
Campbell (in NAKED...). 

Hollywood always got us confused. We did have a 
certain amount of resemblance in those days.” 
Campbell starred in BLOOD BATH, DEMENTIA 13 and 
18 AND ANXIOUS. 

B est was in many westerns. In SEVEN ANGRY MEN 
(55), Lee Van Cleef learned about Best’s prowess 
with a six shooter. “He was 
charging and 1 remember 
shooting my weapon at him in 
the take. We were using full 
loads and sometimes they would 
go like a bullet. After the shot, 
he came over and said, ‘You’re a 
good shot. Best. You hit me 
right in the heart.’ I said, ‘How’d 
you know? They’re blanks.’ He 
showed me a burn hole right 
were his heart was. That hot wax 
had burned his coat.” Best 
played a crazed, evil killer in 
Budd Boetticher’s RIDE 
LONESOME (59). Randolph 
Scott was the lawman trying to 
bring him in. “One of the cheapest men I ever met in 
my life. I mean, if he fell off his wallet, he’d break both 
hips.” Best’s character is almost hanged in the western. 
He wore a harness for the scene. “The dangerous part 
wasn’t the hanging so much as swinging up against this 
big gnarled tree. Well, when the horse jumped out and I 
swung, 1 started kicking and the crew and everybody 


thought I was actually hanging. They ran in and lifted 
me up and Budd screamed, ‘You fools! He’s acting! Best, 
you’ll have to do it again.’ I said, ‘I’ll only give you one 
free stunt, Budd. This time you have to pay me as a 
stuntman.’ So I made a five hundred bill.” The movie 
co-starred Karen Steele, James Coburn, Pernell Roberts 
and Lee Van Cleef. 

A rthur Penn’s psychological western LEFT-HANDED 
GUN (58) starred Paul Newman and featured a 
number of improvised scenes. Penn would rehearse 
with Newman, Best and other cast members at his 
house. “There was a scene where Paul has been shot and 

is recuperating. The other 
gentleman and 1 come in and 
give him a little horny toad 
in a box. And we get up and 
sing it to him like he was 
dead - all that was improv. 
We did a big fight in the 
square there and after we 
had knocked out all the 
stuntmen, we started hitting 
each other with flour sacks. 
And we took off with the 
horses c\nd then went all the 
way around the town, hitting 
each other with the flour 
sacks. And they left that in the movie.” 

O ne movie we’d like to see is MAN ON THE PROWL 
(UA, 57) directed by Art Napoleon. Best plays a 
psycho slasher sex maniac. “Sort of typecasting at the 
time. Mala Powers was an unfortunate victim and I 
terrorize her. Of course, in the end, she sticks a nail file 
in me and 1 die a gruesome, 
horrible, marvelous, wonderful 
death.” 

n 1959, friend and future 
employer Sam Fuller asked Best 
to go down to Texas to star in a 
movie with Ken Curtis (Festus 
from GUNSMOKE and also one of 
the producers) and Ingrid Goude 
(Miss Universe 1957). It was 
backed by the legendary Gordon 
McLendon, known for his top 40 
radio stations and drive-ins and 
was called THE KILLER SHREWS 
(59). “Ray Kellogg was one of the 
best special effects men in 
Hollywood. And Ray was gonna 
direct his first movie. I took the picture. My book I’m 
writing is called ‘Hollywood Never Made Me Cry.’ If 
anything was to make me cry, KILLER SHREWS would 
have done it.” Best was the hero, Capt. Thorne Sherman. 
Shot on a six day schedule back to back with its co- 
feature THE GIANT GILA MONSTER, SHREWS was 
made with mostly local actors and wet sets. “We actually

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would paint the sets and we would shoot the scene. You 
couldn’t touch the set because you’d get paint on your 
hands.” 

I n SHREWS, mutated rodents terrorize a group of 
scientists and civilians on a remote island (actually 
right off the Texas coast). “They got all these coon dogs 
and fixed them with fangs and funny hair. I have a scene 
where they chase me all the way up the hill, through 
this wild woods with wind blowing and everything. They 
didn’t know how to make the dogs chase me. And so, we 
got a raccoon... we put him in a crate and drug him up 
there and it left a scent. Now, wherever they drug the 
raccoon, that’s where I would run. They hollered, ‘Roll 
it!’ and I took off running. Well, those dogs looked 
exactly like they were following me. And I looked back, 
and 1 wasn’t sure they weren’t. They had these fake fangs 
standing up. After awhile, I found myself running for 
real." At the end, the 
survivors have to sneak out of 
the compound under barrels 
strapped together on a frame 
and make their way to the 
beach. Then they swim to 
safety on a waiting boat. 

“Because the shrews can’t 
swim, supposedly. Now, it was 
in December or January, in 
Texas, and there was a thin 
layer of ice around the lake. 

They said, ‘We’ll have 
blankets and brandy for you 
when you get to the boat.’ So 
we walked down under these 
stupid barrels until we get 
down to the water and then 
we dove under and swam to 
the boat. I have never been so 
cold in my life. I was skinny at 
the time, had no body fat whatsoever. But Ingrid Goude 
- she and Dolly Parton - you’ve heard of the meeting of 
the big four? Well, Ingrid could have been the other two. 
1 wrapped the blanket around Ingrid and hugged her as 
tight as possible - and shot two or three brandies. After a 
while, 1 didn’t care if it was cold or not.” 

T hen Fuller gave Best the lead in his VERBOTEN! 

(58), made by RKO but released by Columbia. 
VERBOTEN! deals with a young gang of “werewolves”, 
the Nuremberg trials, and included some Nazi atrocity 
footage. He plays an American G.l. who encounters and 
falls in love with a German woman in post-war 
Germany, a story which ironically echoed Best’s own 
post war experiences. But Fuller, who used to cue 
‘action!’ to his actors by firing off a war issue forty-five, 
may not have actually been doing him a favor. “We had 
a scene were 1 jump up on a Jeep and the crowd comes 
in on me and pulled me off. They beat me and leave me 
lying in the street. Well, Sammy had some guys bloody 


my mouth and the whole thing. They hollered ‘Cut!’ 
and Sammy says ‘Let’s do it again.’ I said, ‘Sammy, 
they’re really punching me in there.’ He said, ‘Ah, you 
wimpy Air Corps guys, can’t you take it?’ He was teasing 
me because he’d been in the Big Red One (the 
Normandy invasion). The next time they hollered cut 
because I’d knocked three of the guys down. At the end, 
Sammy hollers, ‘LAY DOWN, YOU S-O-B, YOU’RE 
SUPPOSED TO BE LAYING DOWN!’ He laughed and 
said, ‘Print the first one.’ He just wanted to see me get 
busted up a little bit.” 

B est was on THE TWILIGHT ZONE. “Three times. I 
did one of the few westerns that they ever did. It was 
a ghost story that I told to Monty Pittman, one of the 
writers, and Monty wrote it into a western for Lee 
Marvin, Strother Martin and 1. It was called ‘The Grave.’ 
Then 1 played in another one where 1 play a guy who 

gets up in a coffin. And 
everybody panics in the place. 
I’ve been dead for three days. 
They would write shows that 
would fit sets of multimillion 
dollar pictures, and you had 
all that quality without 
paying tremendous 

overhead.” He was also on 
ALFRED HITCHCOCK three 
times. “1 met Hitchcock one 
time and was never treated so 
badly in my life. He treated 
actors like cattle. He was a 
genius moviemaker but as a 
director... if it comes in parts 
you can leave my part out.” 
Best worked in a frightening 
classic hour long episode 
called “The Jar” based on a 
Ray Bradbury story (and later 
refilmed on Bradbury’s own recent TV series). Former 
Gene Autry sidekick (and future GREEN ACRES star) 
Pat Buttram plays a poor country man whose wife is 
sleeping with Best. He buys a side show attraction 
mystery jar and becomes the talk of the small town. “It 
was a good script. Pat Buttram did a very, very fine job 
in that because everybody thought of him as a comic.” 
All in all. Best has made “over 600” TV appearances. 
Best was even on the ANDY GRIFFITH SHOW twice as 
Sheriff Taylor’s guitar playing friend Jim Lindsay. 

B est worked for Fuller again in SHOCK CORRIDOR 
(63), playing an insane Army vet horrified by his war 
experiences and trapped in an asylum. He’s retreated 
into a fantasy world where he thinks he’s Confederate 
Colonel Jeb Stuart. At one point he breaks through his 
self-protective fantasy to tell star Peter Breck of his 
wartime experiences in Korea. Getting through that 
monologue was an emotional strain for both actors and 
the director. “The names 1 mentioned in that 
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monologue were combat buddies that were killed in 
WWlI...that were dear friends of Sammy’s. Right away, 
when he told me of their deaths it stamped an 
emotional response in my heart. 1 got the emotion by 
thinking how important it was for Sammy and the 
respect he was paying these dead friends of his. The 
emotion was there automatically... I could go to tears 
each time. And each time I did it, for the three or four 
takes, Peter Breck kept crying, breaking up the scene. 
He wasn’t supposed to. It was 
because he felt that, too.” 

A rumor has persisted that 
Peter Breck’s famous 
indoor lightning storm 
hallucination scenes, where it 
rains inside “street” (the 
hospital corridor), was shot 
years earlier for a different 
film. “That’s not true. 1 saw it 
done. They used sprinkler 
systems in the soundstage and 
the water was running. I saw 
them shooting... Peter 
slipping and sliding, falling 
and everything. By the way, that long corridor shot - we 
were using a very short soundstage. Sammy had the 
corridor painted on a big drop. And he used midgets up 
against the wall to make it look like regular sized men 
in the distancefl). And he graduated then down to the 
illusion that the hall went on forever. Sammy Fuller is a 
genius.” Credit should also go to 
Stanley Cortez (cinematographer) 
and Eugene Lourie (sets). SHOCK 
CORRIDOR is now available 
letterboxed with the several color 
scenes intact. 

B est formed the James Best Film 
Acting School in Los Angeles in 
1964. Gary Busey, Teri Garr, Glen 
Campbell and Lindsay Wagner were 
some students. THREE ON A COUCH 
(66) gave Best a chance to do straight 
comedy, opposite star and director 
Jerry Lewis. They met when Best read 
for a guest star shot on BEN CASEY. 

Lewis was both directing and acting in 
the episode and said some 
complimentary things about Best’s 
acting, “and then, kiddingly, he said, ‘Say something nice 
about me.’ And I said, ‘Mr. Lewis, I’ve seen an awful lot of 
your movies but there’s a lot of stuff I don’t laugh at 
because I see so much pain underneath.’” There was a 
dead silence in the room and Best thought he had blown 
the job. But Lewis was impressed and the two became 
fast friends. “The man is totally, totally free. We were 
shooting in San Francisco. We went to the finest 
restaurants. Jerry would take a napkin and put a pat of 


butter on it - and pop it - and it would stick to the ceiling. 
And you would have to go through the whole rest of the 
dinner waiting to see who in the hell’s gonna get a chunk 
of butter falling into their hair. And I said, ‘Let me try it.’ 
I popped mine and it went shooting straight across the 
room. Everybody wanted to crawl under the table 
because it hit some gentleman. Jerry could pop ’em right, 
he had four or five stuck up there. I eventually got to see 
first hand how a genius worked. He orchestrated 
everything - he knew the 
music, he knew the designs for 
the sets, the color schemes, the 
casting, the writing... he knew 
the camera in and out. He’s an 
unheralded genius.” In the 
credits Lewis gave him special 
billing: “Introducing James 
Best.” “Jerry told me, ‘1 want to 
make the whole damn world 
see that the meanest son-of-a- 
bitch in movies can make 
people laugh.’”

1971 to raise his family and 
to continue to teach acting. He acted in THE BRAIN 
MACHINE (originally called THE E-BOX and called 
GREY MA'TTER on video) there. Producer Joy Houck 
Jr’s career goes back to MESA OF LOST WOMEN (52) 
and Ed Wood Jr’s JAILBAIT (54). BRAIN concerns a 
secret plan to clone brains and features a huge science 
lab set. Best plays a preacher. “They 
shot that in Mississippi. I said, ‘You’re 
putting the cart before the horse - 
you’re going to take a bath on this 
one. You don’t really have a shooting 
script and you’ve already built the set. 
You’re going to run out of money. It’s 
a piece of garbage.’ And they shot it. 
Gerald (MAJOR DAD) McRaney (also 
in Houck’s earlier NIGHT OF 
BLOODY HORROR and WOMEN AND 
BLOODY HORROR) was in it. I 
thought, well, no one will ever see it - 
I played a fairly small part. It’ll never 
get released. Well, it didn’t - not for 
years and years. After I did DUKES 
and had a certain amount of name 
value, they put it out (in 77), ‘starring 
James Best,’ which is ludicrous.” 

est had been in James Stewart westerns: 
WINCHESTER 73 (50), THE MOUNTAIN ROAD 
(60), SHENANDOAH (65) and FIRECREEK (68). “James 
Stewart gave me an Academy Award. If I never get an 
Academy Award, James Stewart gave it to me. At a wrap 
party for a film, Stewart introduced him to studio head 
Jack Warner. “He turned to Warner and said, ‘I want 
you to meet Jimmy Best, who is one of the finest 
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character actors that I have ever worked with.’ 1 got 
tears in my eyes and had to walk away. I can’t say 
enough about him. If you had to have God mold a father 
for you, 1 think they’d probably use him as the mold.” 
He worked with Stewart again on his (short lived) TV 
lawyer series HAWKINS. 

S ome other 70s 
feature roles were in 
Martin Ritt’s 

SOUNDER, as a racist 
sheriff, Peter 

Bogdanovich’s 
NICKELODEON, as a 
silent movie cowboy, 
and ODE TO BILLY 
JOE, as a sympathetic 
homosexual lumber 
mill owner who seduces 
Robby Benson. 

ROLLING THUNDER 
(77) featured Best in his 
most sadistic part - as a 
corporate businessman 
who robs, then tortures 
Viet Nam vet William 
Devane. Vile, profane, 
edgy and gleeful in his 
sadism. Best’s character 
also sweats profusely. “I 
took my handkerchief 
and put ice cubes in it. 

And put it under my 
hat. I kept mopping it.” 

His character sticks 
Devane’s hand into a 
garbage disposal and 
shreds it. “That’s one of 
the most evil parts I’ve 
ever played. Oh, he was 
an evil man.” Armed 
with a number of stump attachments, including a razor 
sharp hook. Devane finally gets his revenge on Best in a 
Mexican brothel. The A.1.P release was directed by John 
Flynn and written by Paul Schrader. 

H e also worked with old friend Burt Reynolds, both in 
front of and behind the camera. He was associate 
producer on GATOR (76) and THE END (78). He 
shepherded both pictures through production, directing 
when (credited director) Reynolds was on camera and 
supervising post production. Then he played Reynolds’ 
stuntman sidekick in HOOPER (78), which was (loosely) 
based on the career of Jock Mahoney. At the picture 
wrap party. Best went up to Reynolds to thank him. “He 
said, ‘Don’t thank me. In a year’s time, you’ll be a 
household word.’ Now why he said that, 1 don’t know. 
And about a year later, 1 got THE DUKES OF HAZZARD 
and the part of Roscoe P. Coltrane made me a household 


word.” Best was corrupt sheriff Roscoe P. Coltrane, 
working for Hazzard County Boss Jefferson Davis Hogg 
(Sorrell Booke) for six years. He also wrote, rewrote and 
directed many episodes. 

T he long running DUKES proved to be a financial 
windfall, providing enough money for Best to semi- 
retire comfortably. He 
produced and and 
hosted SPORTSMAN’S 
DREAM, a comedy 
fishing series featuring 
a number of performer/ 
fishermen he’d worked 
with (Mel Tillis, John 
Schneider, Sorrell 
Booke...), moved to 
Florida (in 1986) and 
formed a new acting 
school. He performed 
his original play “Hell 
Bent For Good Times,” 
based partially on his 
experiences growing up 
during the depression, 
throughout the South 
(and in L.A. in 92). He 
hopes to direct a film 
version. His paintings 
of country life have 
been exhibited and sold 
throughout the U.S. 
and he dares anyone to 
match him inch for 
inch and pound for 
pound on a river bank 
in a bass boat. He also 
returned to TV 
appearances. Burt 
Reynolds called him in 
to appear on the final 
episode of B. L. STRYKER and he guest starred on IN 
THE HEAT OF THE NIGHT. “I came out of the 
Kentucky hills with 43( in my pocket. 1 figure if this old 
country boy can make it anybody can. I think the Lord 
gave us a perfect indication when he gave us two feet. 
You learn to run forward very quickly. But when you try 
to run backwards, you fall on your butt. I think he’s 
trying to tell us something.” 


Latshaw also produced JAMES BEST. IN HIS OWN 
WORDS, a 40 minute promotional tape, consisting of 
an interview and fdm clips, to help promote a college 
tour. Best and Latshaw are working on a script for a 
sequel to THE KILLER SHREWS.

This made for TV future disaster/road movie is long (180 minutes) but worth 
your time. It borrows some ideas from THE GRAPES OF WRATH and has the 
interesting notion that after a series of devastating disasters (fires, hurricanes, 
global warming...), Americans will become refugees and fight to cross the 
closed and guarded Canadian borders. Signs say “Yankee Stay Out!.” Craig T. 
Nelson stars as the Louisiana shrimp boat captain who tries to keep his family 
together. Bonnie Bedelia co-stars with Richard Farnsworth, Justin Whalen 
and Ashley Jones as the daughter who joins a commune. With Jurgen 
Prochnow in a “perfect” upstate New York community, Charles Haid, a 
bearded John Vernon in Nova Scotia, an uncredited Louise Fletcher and 
singpr Odetta. McLoughlin also made SOMETIMES THEY COME BACK (91), 
probably the best Stephen King TV movie.

Maxwell Caulfield is a psycho German movie stand-in who kills, then 
somehow impersonates a German movie star Oeff Conaway!) at a stud farm 
where a stuntwoman from Texas named Pammy (Chase Masterson -who 
looks like Talia Shire) is learning to ride for a movie acting role.

Interview by John Donnelly 

Lancaster is the only actor that I can think of 
that worked for cult figures Russ Meyer, David F. 
Friedman and Larry Buchanan. Tim Burton, a fan of 
Lancaster (and FASTER PUSSYCAT ! KILL! KILL!) 
recently cast the 70 - something actor in two 
features. Lancaster’s family history is a story in itself. 

Stuart Lancaster is also part of one of the most 
famous families in American history. His grandfather 
was Charles Ringling. Charles was one of the five 
Ringling Brothers who started their famous circus out 
of Baraboo, Wisconsin in 1884. The brothers later 
bought out the Forepaugh-Sells Circus and the (P. T.) 
Barnum & Bailey circus, became ihs. American circus 
and made millions over the years. In 1919, “a 
substantial portion of the Ringling Circus empire 
passed from the founders to their wives and children, 
but (the two surviving brothers) John and Charles ran 
the show. Charles Ringling supervised overall 
operation of the giant Ringling Brothers and Barnum 
& Bailey Circus from his Pullman car, the Caledonia, 
from the start of the 1919 season until his death in 
1926.” (Circus facts from “Circus Press Agent” by 
Gene Plowden.) Charles and the more famous John 


lived in Sarasota, the winter headquarters of the 
circus. John Ringling lost control of the circus in 
1932. When John died in 36, a nephew (John 
Ringling North) became president. 

Charles Ringling’s daughter (Lancaster’s mother) 
was named Hester. Stuart was born in 1920 and grew 
up in Sarasota and Evanston, Illinois. He attended 
Rollins College in Winter Park, Florida for a year in 
1936 then, with aspirations of becoming a painter, 
transferred to the Ringling School Of Art in Sarasota. 
Near the end of his last year in school, a friend asked 
him to act in a play, a comedy called “Yes, My 
Darling Daughter.” He performed confidently despite 
opening night jitters. “I puked up dinner and prayed 
for the theatre to catch fire!” He told his mother, “To 
hell with painting” after the first performance. 

He spent WWII as a Navy transport pilot (“It was 
a really easy duty”) and returned home to spend time 
in local theatre in Florida and Cleveland. He studied 
acting in New York at the American Theatre Wing, an 
offshoot of the Stagedoor Canteen set up for returning 
GI actors. The big New York acting teachers, 
including Lee Strasberg, taught there at the time. 
Around 1952 he returned to Sarasota to start his own 
theatre, an equity winter stock company. Eventually 
because of his own admitted business inexperience he 
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lost much of the around a half million dollars of 
inherited family money (“I couldn’t make a go of it 
financially”). David F. Friedman, who later hired 
Lancaster as an actor several times, says, “He blew the 
first half million on 
live theatre in 
Sarasota then lived 
on the second half 
million he received 
in payments.” 

Before leaving 
for Hollywood, 

Lancaster, already 
past 40, got his first 
taste of acting on 
camera. He acted on 
TALLAHASSEE 
7000, a 26 episode 
syndicated series, 
starring Walter 
Matthau as a special 
agent for the Florida 
Sheriffs Bureau. It was filmed on location. 

More TV work came in Hollywood. He was on 
BRANDED (created by Larry Cohen), THE 
FUGITIVE (three times) and the OUTER LIMITS 
episode “Tourist Attraction,” about a lizard/fish 
in South America. Ralph Meeker starred and 
Lancaster was the 
skipper of a boat. 

Lancaster enjoyed 
acting with most 
everyone he acted 
with in Hollywood 
but Meeker was an 
exception. “He was a 
nasty guy, a real 
prick. He had a foul 
mouth, even in front 
of women, that 
wasn’t acceptable 
then like it is now. 

He would tell 
the director or 
cameraman, ‘fuck 
you.’ They asked him 
to put on an underwater wristwatch for this one scene 
and he said, ‘fuck you!’ then he said, ‘OK, I’ll put it 
on my cock.’” 

In 1964 an old friend from Florida, George 
Costello, called Stuart to introduce him to Russ 
Meyer. As part of Eve Productions, Costello went on 
to be an associate producer of seven of Meyer’s 
movies from 65 to 68. At the time, Meyer was casting 
MUDHONEY. With Costello’s help, Lancaster 
landed the role of the aging farmer. Meyer’s followup 
to his hit LORNA was another black and white rural

drama, this time set in Spooner, Missouri during the 
depression. Lute Wade (Lancaster) is the uncle of 
Hannah Brenshaw (Antoinette Cristiani) and the new 
boss of ex-con Calif (John Furlong). 

Stuart became 
friends with Meyer 
and actor Furlong. 
“He’s still a good 
friend. He used to 
drink and get 
into these hilarious 
comedy routines. He 
stopped drinking, but 
he’s still very funny. I 
directed him in a 
couple of plays later 
on.” Top billed Hal 
Hopper is the evil 
Sidney Brenshaw. 
“We used to call him 
Hal ‘Hamper.’ We all 
stayed in this motel. 
The maid came into the laundry room and found him 
in the dirty laundry hamper, stark naked and doing 
this (indicates jerking off) and shouting obscenities. 
But I think that story’s probably exaggerated. He was 
a helluva good actor, though.” German actress Rena 
Horten (Renatte Hutte) as the deaf mute Eula had the 

eye popping nude 
scenes. Franklin 
Bolger is the fire and 
brimstone preacher 
and Lorna Maitland 
is Clara Belle. 

“At the first 
screening of 

MUDHONEY there 
was a guy there 
laughing so hard I 
thought he was gonna 
have a heart attack. 
My theory is that 
Russ started out to 
make a fairly exciting 
adventure- 
sexploitation film and 
it became so funny that he switched his modus 
operandi. He began to get more extreme and 
exaggerated for comic effect.” MUDHONEY was 
sometimes double billed with Lancaster’s second 
Meyer movie, FASTER PUSSYCAT! KILL! KILL! 
starting in August of 65. MUDHONEY was also 
released as ROPE OF FLESH with ads showing the 
lynching scene and claiming it was “More shocking 
than PEYTON PLACE!, Bawdier than TOBACCO 
ROAD! and Earthier than GOD’S LITTLE ACRE!” 

Although it was a flop when released, FASTER 
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PUSSYCAT! is now rightly considered a cult classic 
and one of Meyer’s best features. Lancaster was the 
bitter handicapped recluse “old man” in a wheelchair, 
who is eventually run down by the awesome Varla 
(Tura Satana). “Tura Satana was very nice. She took 
us all out to a Japanese restaurant and she did all the 
ordering.” Dennis Busch played his muscle-bound son 
‘Vegetable.’ “I don’t know what happened to Dennis. 
He was a good commercial artist and a real body 
builder. He took his weights out on the set and would 
work out after shooting. One day we were sitting 
around and he was curling some weights and he 
looked at his muscles and said ‘I’m getting too big.’ 
And I thought, ‘Well, why don’t you stop lifting 
weights then.^’ 1 also directed him in a one act play 
later called ‘Hope Is A Thing With Feathers,’ about a 
group of bums trying to catch ducks. John Furlong 
was also in it. “Stuart enjoyed the camaraderie that 
developed among the actors and small crews on these 
films. “We all got to be friends and the atmosphere 
was very relaxed. I mean, we worked hard. Especially 
with Russ, he could be 
demanding. But I could always 
talk to the cameraman and I 
learned a lot about the technical 
aspects of acting in front of a 
camera. The actors would help 
the crew out a lot of times, which 
1 enjoyed. Once, I had to slate 
myself. I’d hold up the slate and 
go ‘Scene 74, take 5. ..clap,’ throw 
the slate away and start acting.” 

Lancaster’s favorite Meyer 
feature is GOOD MORNING 
AND GOODBYE! (this time in 
color). Angel (Alaina Capri) 
cheats on and humiliates her rich impotent farmer 
husband Burt (Lancaster). Stone, a construction 
worker (Patrick Wright) has affairs with Angel and 
Burt’s young daughter. Everything turns out all right 
though after Burt meets “the catalyst,” (Haji). “She 
was supposed to be a sorceress and had her own pet 
snake.” She yanks him upside down by his ankles on 
a rope trap in the woods. “When I was screaming in 
agony, I wasn’t acting. The rope was cutting into my 
ankles. We did like 17 takes and every time George 
(Costello) would haul me up. I’d eaten a big lunch 
and I kept throwing up all these carrots.” There was 
also a fight scene in a rock quarry. “I had to fall into 
this bulldozer. It was 100 degrees out that day and 
the metal bulldozer had been sitting out in the sun 
baking. I was supposed to lay on this scorching metal, 
supposedly unconscious. Russ kept yelling, ‘Quit 
moving!’” 


“In one scene, I had to jump into bed with her 
(Capri). George said, ‘Here, Ace, wear this jockstrap 
so you won’t be embarrassed.’ I walked into the room 
and Russ said, ‘Oh no no. Lose the jock.’ So, 1 had to 
expose myself and everybody’s looking at me. Then I 
got in bed and I had to climb on top of this woman 
and I guess I was pretty excited. She got mad at me, 
‘What’s the matter with you? Can’t you control 
yourself?’ I said, ‘No!’ And then we had to relight the 
scene. I’m lying in bed waiting and the next thing I 
know, Russ is yelling, ‘Stuart’s asleep!’ He thought I’d 
lost interest in the film. I was just tired and the heat 
from the lights made me drowsy. So 1 got yelled at by 
both of them, one for being too interested and one for 
not being interested enough.” 

The only nudity is a woman running in a field 
shown at the beginning and at the end. Joe Perrin, 
who narrates this and several other Meyer films, was 
also the control voice on THE OUTER LIMITS. 
Lancaster calls Meyer “a unique and unpredictable 
personality.” “Once I tried to give him a left-handed 
compliment. 1 said, ‘Russ, with all 
your ability, when are you going 
to make a really good picture?’ 
He turned livid and ripped the 
phone out of the wall. He didn’t 
speak to me for a couple of years 
until he wanted me for THE 
SEVEN MINUTES. Otherwise, 
Russ has been a loyal friend to the 
people who’ve worked for him.” 
Stuart and Meyer remain friends 
(and neighbors). 

Meanwhile, Lancaster went 
to work for others. A. 1. P.’s biker 
hit, THE BORN LOSERS was the 
original Billy Jack movie, directed by Tom Laughlin. 
Lancaster appeared as the ineffective sheriff (called 
Jellyfish) of a beach town overrun with bikers. “They 
used some real Hell’s Angels. We were shooting in 
Seal Beach and a lot of people came out to watch. 
The mayor came out and didn’t like the way the 
bikers were behaving and he threw everyone out. I 
had a scene with Jane Russell in that picture. That 
was interesting. She seemed nice. She was still very 
good looking in those days. I didn’t really get to know 
her. She only came in for one day of shooting.” After 
BILLY JACK (71) became a hit, A.I.P. re-released 
THE BORN LOSERS. A lot more people saw it (and 
bought the soundtrack featuring Davie Allen music). 

MANTIS IN LACE or LILA (PV #5) from Harry 
Novak’s Boxoffice International was next. It’s become 
a minor cult film itself, since being released on tape. 
Susan Stewart stars as Lila, a sexy topless dancer. She 
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takes LSD, takes men to a secret warehouse, has sex 
with them while hallucinating, and kills them. 
Lancaster plays Frank Ackerman, a psychologist who 
tries to analyze her. She dances for him in a see-thru 
nightie. During sex, he turns into a mad surgeon with 
a syringe. (The fast editing by Pete Perry is excellent). 
The interesting cinematography is by Laszlo Kovacs, 
shortly before he did EASY RIDER. MANTIS is the 
“softer” version that played in drive-ins. LILA is a 
longer version with more nudity and blood, intended 
for the adults only crowd. Both can be found on tape. 

Lancaster met producer David F. Friedman 
through Meyer and acted in two of his Entertainment 
Ventures movies, both directed by Richard Kanter. 
Both times his character name is Kenyon Adler. In 
THAR SHE BLOWS, he’s a wealthy industrialist who 
charters a yacht and brings some starlets and his pimp 
Phil Latio (the late John Alderman). A flashback 
shows how the impotent Captain Frigate (Vincent 
Stevens) was gouged in the groin with a hook. Shari 
Mann is his sister. The adults only movie features sex, 
showers, spanking, lesbian scenes, masturbation and 
suicide. STARLET (PV #11) is a softcore behind the 
scenes look at the making of a nudie movie called 
“Youth In Babylon” (later the name of Friedman’s 
first book). Lancaster and Alderman (as “Phil Latio” 
again) are the filmmakers. Shari Mann also returned 
to star as the actress who sleeps her way to the top 
and becomes “Starliss Knight.” Friedman remade this 
in 84 as MATINEE IDOL, a hard core feature. 
Lancaster also dubbed the voice of the king for 
Friedman’s made in West Germany feature THE 
LONG SWIFT SWORD OF SIEGFRIED (or 
MAIDENQUEST on tape - PV #6) featuring Sybil 
Danning. Lancaster’s deep distinctive voice has been 
used for voiceovers in other projects over the years, 
but he doesn’t remember titles. 

THE SECRET SEX LIVES OF ROMEO AND 
JULIET (1969) from Boxoffice International was 
produced and directed by Peter Stootsberry (Peter 
Perry). Shakespeare’s play is performed at the Globe 
Theatre to a drunken all male audience. Some of the 
humor is in the spirit of the then popular LAUGH-IN 
program. The women in the cast take their clothes off 
a lot and most of them have red hair. Forman Shane 
(from A. C. Stephens movies) stars as Romeo and 
Dicora Carse is Juliet. Lancaster is Capulet. The sex 
comedy was re-rated NC-17 in 1990. Two other 
1969 releases are not available on tape (yet). 
PRECIOUS JEWELS is about a jewel thief (Don 
Auld). William Stagg directed. Grads Corp. also 
released titles like RAW LOVE, TURN ME ON! and 
BUNNY AND CLOD. THE SATIN MUSHROOM, 
from the same company is about an heiress (Matla 
Bridgestone), a guitar player and a bullfighter. 
Lancaster plays a Mexican lawyer. It was directed by 
Don Brown and was partially shot in Mexico. 


Lancaster says he doesn’t remember either one of 
them, but doesn’t deny he was in them. 

Lancaster’s third and final feature for Boxoffice 
International was WILBUR AND THE BABY 
FACTORY (aka THE LOVING MACHINE), a 
bizarre science fiction, sex comedy about an anti-war 
protester (Tom Shea) who is drafted then accepts an 
alternative job fathering 2,000 children planned as 
members of a perfect future race. Lancaster is W. W., 
the wheelchair bound billionaire behind the whole 
crazy baby factory scheme. “I played a man with a 
tiny penis. I have a midget for a wife because I 
couldn’t satisfy a normal woman. I had to give this 
speech where I said, ‘me and my two inch penis,’ but I 
didn’t think that sounded small enough, so I made it 
an inch and 5/8.” Ronee Blakley (NASHVILLE) 
shows up as a protest singer. The credited 
director/writer was Tom Wolfe, but Lancaster says 
his real name was McGowan, (who had been an 
associate producer of Meyer’s CHERRY, HARRY 
AND RACQUEL). 



THE LOCH NESS HORROR 

The obscure counterculture movie CAPTAIN 
MILKSHAKE was produced, directed and written by 
Richard Crawford, who managed to assemble a great 
60s soundtrack including choice cuts by the Steve 
Miller Band, Quicksilver, Country Joe And The Fish 
and several by Kaleidoscope. Geoff Gage stars as a 
Marine on leave from Viet Nam who becomes 
involved with hippies in a commune, drug running 
and anti-war protests. Lancaster had a small part as a 
cab driver. It was filmed in San Diego and Berkeley. 

Russ Meyer called Lancaster back for small roles 
in three more features in the 70s. He was Dr. Roger 
Trimble in the all star box office flop THE SEVEN 
MINUTES (Meyer’s second feature for 20th 
Century). He was Lute in SUPERVIXENS and “the 
man from smalltown U.S.A.” in BENEATH THE 
VALLEY OF THE ULTRAVIXENS (Meyer’s last 
feature to date). In SUPERVIXENS, he had to run 
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naked across a barnyard clutching a chicken to his 
crotch. “Something went wrong with it, so we had to 
reshoot it in Russ’ backyard. It was really cold and 
I’m completely naked with this chicken in front of me. 
Russ yells ‘Hurry up before 
the police get here!’ I had 
visions of myself arrested 
and the headlines: Pdngling 
Grandson Apprehended 
for Weird Behavior with a 
Chicken!” Meyer later shot 
some scenes of Lancaster 
for the mythical, still 
unreleased “Breast Of Russ 
Meyer” epic. 

George Costello also 
introduced Stuart to Texas 
filmmaker Larry 

Buchanan. “George was 
making this picture called 
SEX AND THE ANIMALS 
(1970), an animal porno film, and Larry was helping 
him edit or something. Larry was a very handsome, 
distinguished Southern gentleman. He was very 
grand, and a nice guy to work with.” Stuart was in 
four Larry Buchanan features in a row and appears in 
a fifth thanks to old footage. First was the Monroe 
bio GOODBYE NORMA JEAN (PV # 4), which 
Debra Hill was the script supervisor for, then he was 
a prospector in MISTRESS OF THE APES. He was a 
victim in THE LOCH NESS HORROR (filmed as 
NESSIE). “For a low budget film, they went to great 
lengths to build the monster. It had about 20 
hydraulic controls and was made of rubber. In the 
movie, it bites me on the head. It was a little terrifying 
because I didn’t know if the guys running the thing 
knew what they were doing. They’d push all these 
levers and teeth would open and blood would spurt 
out. It was pretty realistic except it didn’t have a 


body. They couldn’t afford to make the whole thing.” 

He was a cab driver in Buchanan’s DOWN ON 
US (PV #1), about how the government had Janis, 
Jimi and Jim Morrison killed. It was retitled 

BEYOND THE DOORS 
on tape after Oliver Stone’s 
movie was released. Nearly 
one hour (!) of footage 
from GOODBYE NORMA 
JEAN was re-used in 
Buchanan’s second Marilyn 
bio GOODNIGHT SWEET 
MARILYN. Now in his 
mid 70s, and living (near 
Meyer) in the Hollywood 
Hills, Lancaster still acts in 
features occasionally. Tim 
Burton is obviously a fan 
and has used Lancaster 
twice - so far. In EDWARD 
SCISSORHANDS, he has 
some lines as a neighbor and he’s the doctor who 
delivers the Penguin in the opening of BATMAN 
RETURNS. Stuart also remains active in the theatre. 
Last year, he was preparing for the L.A. opening of a 
stage adaptation of “Spoon River Anthology.” 

Fortunately for us, Stuart ignored the advice of 
the managing director of the Cleveland Playhouse in 
the early 50s. “I had just finished acting in a play 
there and I asked him what he thought of my chances 
as an actor. He turned and looked out the window 
for a few seconds, then turned back to me and said, 
‘Have you thought of going into any other line of 
work?’

SUN RA - ALIEN AGAINST 
MANIFEST DESTINY

Some years ago, a moron came up to me 
and asked, “Did you hear? Man Ray died.” 1 
looked at this person incredulously and replied, 

“Yes, about twelve years ago!”, “No way”, the 
moron asserted, “Just two days ago.” He meant 
the dog. I slugged him. Sun Ra had a funny 
name, also Sun Ra is dead, or at least on a 
different plane. 

LOVER NOT A FIGHTER. 

The last time I saw Sun Ra play was three years ago on the Sunday 
after Thanksgiving. Placing that legendary jazz club, “SOUTHERN HIGH 
SCHOOL AUDITORIUM.” Among the audience of seventy, a mother (one of 
the people without a clue) told her irritatingly nurtured children, “Yes, 
those are black people.” (Well, perhaps, she said African-Americans). On 
stage appeared a blonde deb jobber from the sponsoring organization. The 
Pariah Art Museum. Apologizing for the Arkestra’s half hour late starting 
time, she quipped, “I guess even intergalactic time is relative!” 

Ra was brought out supported at each shoulder by Marshall Allen and 
another Arkestrian. They placed him at the piano where he stayed the entire 
set., his back to the audience. 1 am sure this was painful to him as in the 
past he loved to lead the Arkestra and talk to the audience. He had modified 
his playing style due to his debilitating stroke. He played in a different time 
than the band, plucking out notes from seemingly incongruous scales. His 


playing was wonderful and geniused. Ra would 
play an intro and a bespeckled Marshall Allen 
would frantically search through the foot and a 
half stack of sheet music at his feet until he found 
the current arrangement. 

HOW COULD RA HAVE CHANGED PL\NETS 
WITHOUT BEING IN A GAP AD? 

Ra appearing on NIGHT MUSIC, was 
questioned by host , the stiff haired David 
Sanborn, as what his early influences were. Ra 
replied, “the planets, mythical gods and real 
ones, flowers.” He said, “All musicians are an 
inspiration to me, no matter what style they play 
in.” The show’s “end jam” was “Space Is The Place” with Sanborn trading 
free jazz licks with Marshall Allen and Sid Straw singing along with June 
Tyson. Sanborn should pay for his jazz and Sid should forget it. 

I’m glad Ra started to get some of the laurels and recognition he 
deserved. “Evidence” records reissue of the “Saturn” material is just great. 
I just want to know who was on the phone that rang only once in the 
background of “Skylight” off the album “Monorails And Satellites”. I was 
quoted in Clinton Heylin’s book, “From The Velvets To The Voidoids” as 
saying I really didn’t understand Sun Ra. In High School, I just started to 
catch on, now at 480 months, 1 understand more. I miss him. I’m sending 
a message across the cosmos, “Thanks Ra,” So I’m being maudlin. When 
my cat “Ra” dies, you can slug me.” 

(Morton’s band was the Electric Eels) 
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CHARLES AIDMAN (68) acted 
in COUNTDOWN (67). ANGEL. 

ANGEL DOWN WE GO (70) as the 
millionaire aviator father and over 
"400” TV programs. He was on 
ONE STEP BEYOND. TWILIGHT 
ZONE and THRILLER. He directed 
and acted on Broadway, his 
familiar voice was heard on many 
commercials and he narrated THE 
NEW TWILIGHT ZONE series. 

DON AMECHE (Dominic Felix 
Amici) (85). from Kenosha. 

Wisconsin was a radio star (THE 
BICKERSONS...) before becoming a 
20th Century Fox movie star (36- 
48) often in musicals and 
comedies. He later acted mostly on 
Broadway but returned for a new 
film career with TRADING PLACES 
(83). COCOON (85). HARRY AND 
THE HENDERSONS (87) and others. Ameche was in THE THREE 
MUSKETEERS (39). the original HEAVEN CAN WAIT (43). PICTURE 
MOMMY DEAD (66) and SUPPOSE THEY GAVE A WAR AND NOBODY 
CAME (70). 

LEON AMES (Waycroft) (91) from Portland. Indiana was in over 100 
features. Some were: MURDERS IN THE RUE MORGUE (32) as Pierre 
Dupin. THE MYSTERIOUS MR. MOTO (38) and several other Moto 
movies. THE EAST SIDE KIDS (40). 

Hitchcock’s MR. AND MRS. SMITH (41). 

THE POSTMAN ALWAYS RINGS TWICE and 
LADY IN THE LAKE (both 46). SONG OF 
THE THIN MAN (47). SHERLOCK HOLMES 
IN NEW YORK (76). CLAWS (77). 

TESTAMENT (83) and JAKE SPEED and 
PEGGY SUE GOT MARRIED (both 86). He 
was in many popular 60s Disney fantasy 
comedies and was a regular on MR. ED 
(63-65). Ames was the last surviving 
member of the group of actors who formed 
SAG in 33- His family was Russian. 

JOHN BECK (83) was the producer of 
ONE TOUCH OF VENUS (48). HARVEY 
(50) and many other features. He was also 
credited with the English language version 
of KING KONG VS. GODZILLA (63). 


HARRY BELLAVER (88) was Sgt. 
Frank Arcaro on NAKED CITY (58- 
63). He was also in the features 
ANOTHER THIN MAN (40). NO WAY 
OUT (50). SLAUGHTER ON TENTH 
AVENUE (57). GOD TOLD ME TO 
(76) and BLUE COLLAR (78). 

BILL BIXBY (59) from S. F.. was 
one of those rare actors who starred 
on three popular TV series: MY 
FAVORITE MARTIAN (63-66). THE 
COURTSHIP OF EDDIE’S FATHER 
(69-72) and THE INCREDIBLE 
HULK (77-82). as David Banner. He 
later directed and starred in two 
Hulk TV movies. One short-lived 
show was THE MAGICIAN (73-4). 
Bixby first acted in industrial films. 
He was also in the Elvis movies 
CLAMBAKE (67) and SPEEDWAY 
(68). THE GREAT HOUDINIS (76) 
and KENTUCKY FRIED MOVIE (77) and directed many TV shows. He 
had cancer. 

DAVID BRIAN (82) from NYC. was a 50s Warners contract actor who 
starred on the MR. DISTRICT ATTORNEY series (54). He was in 
CASTLE OF EVIL and CHILDISH THINGS (both 66). THE 
DESTRUCTORS (67) and Russ Meyer’s THE SEVEN MINUTES (71). He 
was also a regular on THE IMMORTAL (70-71). 

Oohn) ANTHONY BURGESS (Wilson) 
(76) the critic, linguist and author from 
England wrote over 50 novels including 
“Clockwork Orange” (62). 

RAYMOND (William Stacy) BURR (76). 
bom in British Columbia made his acting 
debut in SAN QUENTIN (46) at RKO. The 
6’1” (and sometimes 300 lb. +) character 
actor was in countless movies, often as bad 
guys and psychos, including RUTHLESS 


and RAW DEAL (both 48). BLACK MAGIC 
(49). M. THE MAGIC CARPET. THE WHIP 
HAND and BRIDE OF THE GORILLA (all 
51). TARZAN AND THE SHE DEVIL and THE 
BLUE GARDENIA (both 53). GORILU AT 
LARGE and REAR WINDOW (both 54). the 
US version of GODZILLA (56) and A CRY IN 
w.n /IMM— MURDERS IN THK RVE MORGUE THE NIGHT (57). PERRY MASON (57-66 
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and 85-93) made him an Emmy winning TV star and he spent most of 
the rest of career as Mason (or Ironside). Some later features were: 
Dennis Hopper’s OUT OF THE BLUE and THE RETURN (both 80), 
AIRPLANE II (82) and GODZILLA 85 (85). Burr was married three 
times (two of them died) and once owned his own Pacific island. NBC 
aired a one hour tribute/special about him. Burr had cancer. 

PAT BUTTRAM (76), from Addison, Alabama was Mr. Haney on 
GREEN ACRES (65-71). Earlier, he was a comic sidekick to Gene Autry 
in features and on TV. Buttram also was in ROUSTABOUT (64), 
SERGEANT DEADHEAD (65) and THE SWEET RIDE (68), appeared on 
ALFRED HITCHCOCK and THE MUNSTERS and was a well known 
Hollywood toastmaster. He was married to actress Sheila Ryan. 

HOWARD CAINE (Cohen) (67), from Nashville was on many TV 
shows including TWILIGHT ZONE, ALFRED HITCHCOCK and THE 
OUTER LIMITS. He was also in PAY OF DIE (60), PRESSURE POINT 
(62) and HELTER SKELTER (76). 

MICHAEL CLARKE (49), from NYC, was the Byrds’ drummer from 
64 until “The Notorious Byrd Brothers” album was recorded (67) and 
was on a 73 reunion LP. Clarke, who was with the group while they 
had 7 top 40 hits, died from liver failure. He was the 4th former 
member of the Byrds to die. 

ALBERT COLLINS (6l), from Leona Texas played blues on a 
Telecaster guitar without a pick. He was called ‘The Iceman” for early 
instrumental hits like “Frosty” (62), but didn’t record an album of new 
material until the 70s. He received a Grammy in 86. Collins had 
lung cancer. 

KENNETH CONNOR (77) was in most of the “Carry On” movies 
starting with the first, CARRY ON SERGEANT (59). The nervous acting 
British comedian was also in THE LADYKILLERS (55), NO PLACE LIKE 
HOMICIDE (61), GONKS GO BEAT (65) and CAPTAIN NEMO AND THE 
UNDERWATER CITY (69). Also see Gerald Thomas. 


CYRIL CUSACK (82) The famous Irish stage actor (bom in South 
Africa) made his film debut in 1918. Some titles: THE BLUE lAGOON 
(49), THE SPY WHO CAME IN FROM THE COLD (65), FAHRENHEIT 
451 (66), HAROLD AND MAUDE and THE DEVIL’S WIDOW (both 71) 
and 1984 (84) . His four daughters are all actresses. 

DON DEFORE (76) was a regular on OZZIE AND HARRIET (52-58) 
and HAZEL (61-65). Features included A GUY NAMED JOE (43), MY 
FRIEND IRMA (49) and DARK CITY (50). Defore was also on SCIENCE 
FICTION THEATRE, ALFRED HITCHCOCK and FANTASY ISLAND and 
was a Republican convention delegate for Reagan and Bush. 

JAMES DONALD (76) from Aberdeen, Scotland, was in features from 
41. Some were: LUST FOR LIFE (56), BRIDGE ON THE RIVER KWAI 
(57), THE VIKINGS (58), THE GREAT ESCAPE (63). FIVE MILLION 
YEARS TO EARTH (67), as the self sacrificing Dr. Rone>', and THE BIG 
SLEEP (78). He also acted on stage and TV (SUSPICION, 
HITCHCOCK...). 

ROCKIN* DOPSIE Sr. (Alton Rubin Sr.) (6l) The famed zydeco 
musician recorded albums with The Cajun Twisters on Sonet (UK). He 
died from a heart attack. 

GORDON DOUGLAS (85) acted in Hal Roach’s “Boy Friends” series, 
co-directed GENERAL SPANKY (36) and dozens of Our Gang shorts 
starting the same year and several Laurel and Hardy movies. Some 
titles: THE DEVIL WITH HITLER (42), GILDERSLEEVE’S GHOST (43), 
THE FALCON ON HOLLYWOOD (44) ZOMBIES ON BROADWAY (45), 
DICK TRACY VS. CUEBALL and SAN QUENTIN (both 46), KISS 
TOMORROW GOODBYE (50), I WAS A COMMUNIST FOR THE FBI 
(51), THE IRON MISTRESS (52), THEM! (54), THE FIEND WHO 
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WALKED THE WEST (58), FOLLOW THAT DREAM (62), WAY...WAY 
OUT (66), IN LIKE FLINT (67), SKULLDUGGERY (70), SLAUGHTER’S 
BIG RIP OFF (73) and VIVA KNIEVEL! (77), his last feature. He also 
directed several 60s Frank Sinatra movies. 

ARTHUR DREIFUSS (85), from Frankfurt, Gemiany, directed many 
features for PRC. Monogram and Columbia, starting in 39, including 
REG'LAR FELLERS (4l), NEARLY EIGHTEEN (43). HIGH SCHOOL 
HERO (46) and two Boston Blackie movies. Dreifuss later directed 
many teen appeal features for producer Sam Katzman: LIFE BEGINS 
AT 17 (58). JUKE BOX RHYTHM (59), RIOT ON SUNSET STRIP and 
THE LOVE-INS (both 67) plus FOR SINGLES ONLY, THE YOUNG 
RUNAWAYS and A TIME TO SING starring Hank Williams Jr. (all 68). 

FRITZ FELD (93) from Berlin, was a stage actor who made his film 
debut in DER GOLEM UND DIE TANZERIN (17) and went on to a film 
career spanning 8 decades . He was in THE LAST COMMAND (28) and 
many Hollywood features, often as a maitre'd who made a popping 
sound with his mouth. Some titles: 

PHANTOM OF THE OPERA (43), THE 
CATMAN OF PARIS (46). THE SECRET LIFE 
OF WALTER MITTY (47). THE ERRAND 
BOY (6l) and several other jerry Lewis 
comedies, PROMISES! PROMISES! (63) 
with Jayne Mansfield. THE PHYNX (70), 

THE COMPUTER WORE TENNIS SHOWS 
(70) and several other Disney movies. He 
was also in more than one Bowery Boys and 
Mel Brooks movie. On TV, he was on many 
programs including a recurring role as 
Zumdish on LOST IN SPACE. He was 
married to actress Virginia Christine (THE 
MUMMY’S CURSE). 

FEDERICO FELLINI (73) One of the 
most famous and unique directors ever, 

Fellini started as a cartoonist and gag 
writer. He graduated from scriptwriting to 
directing inl950 with VARIETY LIGHTS. His most famous features were 
U DOLCE VITA (60). 81/2 (63). JULIET OF THE SPIRITS (66) and 
FELLINI SATYRICON (69). AMARCORD (73) and FELLINI CASANOVA 
(76) were his last to receive major U.S. releases. Two great Fellini 
shorts were "The Temptation Of Dr. Antonio" in BOCCACIO 70 (62) 
and "Toby Dammit" in SPIRITS OF THE DEAD (68). Fellini, who 
received four Oscars, also wrote or co-wrote all his films. His actress 
wife is JULIET starGiulietta Masina. 

DUNCAN GIBBONS (41) from England, died in the '93 fires around 
Malibu. T\' newscasters were faced with reading these director and 
screenwriter credits: FIRE WITH FIRE (86) and THIRD DEGREE BURN 
(89). Gibbons also directed rock videos, E\'E OF DESTRUCTION (91) 
andACASE FOR MURDER (93). 

STEWART GRANGER (James Lablanche Stewart) (80) from 
London, started as an extra and was in features since the 30s. He 
became a major MGM swashbuckling star in a series of color remakes, 
including KING SOLOMON’S MINES (50), THE PRISONER OF ZENDA 
(52) and BEAU BRUMMEL (54). He was in Lang’s MOONFLEET and 
FOOTSTEPS IN THE FOG (both 55). SODOM AND GOMMORAH (6l), 


Corman’s THE SECRET INVASION and FRONTIER HELLCAT (both 
63). He was in five other West German co-production westerns and 
many other European action features, which he often blamed for 
ruining his career. He was also in THE TRYGON FACTOR (66), HOUND 
OF THE BASKERVILLES (72) on TV, and HELL HUNTERS (88). 
Granger was married tliree times. 

MOSES GUNN (64), from St. Louis, Mo. was Bumpy Jones in SHAFT 
(71) and SHAFTS BIG SCORE (72). He was a Shakespearean stage 
actor and a founder of of The Negro Ensemble Company. Gunn was in 
WUSA (70), HAUNTS OF THE VERY RICH (72), CORNBREAD, EARL 
AND ME and ROLLERBALL (both 75), THE NINTH CONFIGURATION 
(80), AMITYVILLE II (82). THE NEVERENDING STORY and 
FIRESTARTER (both 84), A CERTAIN FURY (85), LEONARD: PART 6 
and BATES MOTEL (both 87) and DIXIE LANES (88). His TV 
appearances included TALES FROM THE CRYPT. His death was caused 
by asthma. 

VALDA HANSEN (5-) was the White Ghost 
in Ed Wood’s NIGHT OF THE GHOULS (58). 
She was an astrologer and psychic in real 
life and was also in small roles in NORMA 
and CAIN’S CUTTHROATS (both 70), WHAM 
BAM, THANK YOU SPACE MAN (72), 
SLAUGHTER’S BIG RIP OFF (73) and 
others. 

RANDY HOBBS (45) The bassist with the 
McCoys was still in high school when the 
group hit with “Hang On Sloopy" in 65. 
They recorded 4 albums, then Hobbs and 
leader Rick Derringer became part of Johnny 
Winter And, then joined Edgar Winter. He 
died in his hometown of Dayton, Ohio. 

DOUG HOPKINS (32), the original 
guitarist and main song writer for Gin 
Blossoms (from Tempe, AZ), shot himself. He 
was thrown out of the band after playing on 
their debut LP (which is about to go platinum). 

DAVID HOUSTON (57) was a country singer and Grand Ole Opry 
star. He sang the theme for the Tony Perkins movie THE FOOL KILLER 
(63) and played the singing deputy in COTTENPICKIN CHICKEN- 
PICKERS (67). He had many country hits, one top 10 crossover 
(“Almost Peisuaded" - 66) and also recorded with Barbara Mandrell 
and Tammy Wynette. 

STEVE JAMES (4l). from NYC, was a blackbelt martial arts 
fighter/actor who started as a stunt man (THE WANDERERS, THE 
WARRIORS, WOLFEN...). James was in THE EXTERMINATOR (80). 
VIGILANTE (82). THE SOLDIER (82), BROTHER FROM ANOTHER 
PLANET (84), WEIRD SCIENCE and TO L1\E AND DIE IN L A. (both 

85) . P.O.W. THE ESCAPE, DELTA FORCE and AVENGING FORCE (all 

86) , HOLLYWOOD SHUFFLE (87), THE HERO AND THE TERROR (88), 
I’M GONNA GET YOU SUCKA! (89) as King Fu Joe, McBAIN (91) and 
THE PLAYER (92). He wrote and starred in STREET HUNTER (90) 
and played Jackson in the first three AMERICAN NINJA movies from 
Cannon. His last role was in MANTIS. James (who had cancer) was a 
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film eiqiert and fan (and a PSYCHOTRONIC reader) who would have 
been interviewed in a future issue. 

ZITA JOHANN (89) was born in a part of Hungary that's now in 
Rumania. She became a stage star in America and made her film 
debut in D. W. Griffith’s last feature, THE STRUGGLE (31). TIGER 
SHARK and her most famous feature THE MUMMY (both 32) were 
followed by VOICE FROM THE GRAVE (33) and several others, then she 
returned to the stage. One last (small) role was in Sam Sherman’s 
RAIDERS OF THE LIVING DEAD (86). Her first of thtee husbands was 
John Houseman. 

KARL JOHNSON (?) The son of Tor died last summer. Formerly a 
San Fernando police Lt. in real life, he was in PLAN NINE FROM 
OUTER SPACE (56 - as a farmer), in NIGHT OF THE GHOULS (58 - as 
a ghoul) and appeared on Groucho’s YOU BET YOUR LIFE with his 
famous dad. 

RICHARD JORDAN (56) from NYC, made his feature debuts in two 
1972 Burt Lancaster westerns; LAWMAN and VALDEZ IS COMING. He 
was later in: THE YAKUZA (75), LOGAN’S RUN (76), RAISE THE 
TITANIC (80), DUNE (84), SOLARBABIES (86), THE HUNT FOR RED 
OCTOBER (90), TIME BOMB (91) and POSSE (93). He was also briefly 
a regular on THE EQUALIZER show and acted on and off Broadway. He 
was married to actress Kathleen Widdoes (THE MEPHISTO WALTZ) and 
had a son with actress Blair Brown. 

STANFORD S. KOHLBERG (83) from Omaha, co- produced SEX 
AND THE COLLEGE GIRL (64) and the 
famous gore hit BLOOD FEAST (63). He 
owned a chain of 50 drive-in theatres in 111., 

Ind., Wise., and Mi. He also invented 
cordless car heaters and pioneered having 
live entertainment before screenings and 
opening movie theatres in shopping 
centers. Only two drive-ins remain in the 
family business (in Des Plaines and 
Chicago). 

CHARLES LAMONT (98) from S. F., 
directed over 100 movies including many 
for the short lived Chesterfield and Grand 
National studios. He did a number of Abbott 
and Costello movies including MEET THE 
INVISIBLE MAN (51), CAPTAIN KIDD (52), 

GO TO MARS and DR. JEKYLL AND MR. 

HYDE (both 53), KEYSTONE KOPS (55) 
and THE MUMMY (56). He also made 
TOMORROW’S YOUTH (35), A SHOT IN 
THE DARK and THE DARK HOUR (both 
35), BAGHDAD (49), FRANCIS IN THE 
HAUNTED HOUSE (56) and Ma And Pa Kettle comedies. Lamont 
started out with Max Sennett. 

RICHARD LANDAU (79) from NYC, wrote STRANGE CONFESSION 
(44), THE LOST CONTINENT (51), BAD BLONDE (53), THE 
CREEPING UNKNOWN (56), THE BLACK HOLE (79) and many TV 
programs. He was a producer and writer for THE WILD, WILD WEST 
and THE SIX MILLION DOLLAR MAN series. 


EUGENIE LEONTOVICH (93) from Moscow was a Broadway actress 
who played Helen in HOMICIDAL (6l). 

MYRNA LOY (Williams) (88), from Raidersberg, Montana, was in 
BEN HUR and DON JUAN (both 26), THE JAZZ SINGER (27), NOAH’S 
ARK (28), A CONNECTICUT YANKEE (31) and TOPAZE (33). The ted 
haired, freckled star (whose ancestors were Welsh) was cast as sexy 
Oriental killers in THE BUCK WATCH (29), MASK OF FU MANCHU 
with Karloff and 13 WOMEN (both 32) and other features. In 34 she 
co-starred in THE THIN MAN, the first of a series of 6 hit movies about 
the rich, hard drinking, crime solving Nick and Nora Charles and 
gained publicity when Dillinger (a fan) was killed after seeing one of 
her movies. In 36, she was called "Queen Of Hollywood”. Some later 
roles were in MIDNIGHT UCE (60), AIRPORT ‘75 (75). DEATH TAKES 
A HOLIDAY (71) and IT HAPPENED AT LAKEWOOD MANOR (77) were 
TV movies. Loy (who was married and divorced four times) received a 
special Oscar in 91. 

RITA MACEDO (Maria Conception Macedo Guzman) (65) The 
Mexican movie star (since 1942) was in Bunuel’s NAZARIN (58). 

ALEXANDER MACKENDRICK (81) is famous for his British Ealing 
Studio features including THE MAN IN THE WHITE SUIT (51) and 
THE LADYKILLERS (55). He also made THE SWEET SMELL OF 
SUCCESS (57) and DON’T MAKE WAVES (67) in the U.S. 

JANET MARGOLIN (50), from NYC, co-starred in DAVID AND LISA 
(62) and was in THE GREATEST STORY EVER TOLD (65), TAKE THE 
MONEY AND RUN (69), THE LAST CHILD 
(71) Gene Roddenberry’s PLANET EARTH 
(74), THE LAST EMBRACE (79). THE 
PLUTONIUM INCIDENT (82) and 
GHOSTBUSTERS II (89). Margolin (who 
was married to actor Ted Wass) had cancer. 

GARRY MOORE (Thomas Garrison 
Morfit) (78), from Baltimore, was on his 
own show and/or the quiz shows I’VE GOT A 
SECRET and TO TELL THE TRUTH every 
year from 1950 to 1970. Before that he had 
been on network radio since 1939- Moore 
also narrated THE CRAZY WORLD OF 
UURELAND HARDY (67). 

IRVING MOORE (74) was a TV director. 

He did episodes of many crime shows and 
westerns, WILD, WILD WEST. LOST IN 
SPACE and KORG 70.000. 

JEFF (Irving) MORROW (86) from NYC, 
died the day after Christmas in a nursing 
home in Canoga Park, CA The stage, radio, 
film and TV actor is best remembered by 
most as Exeter, the tragic alien in THIS ISLAND EARTH (55). His wife 
is former actress Anna Karen. See our last issue for Morrow’s last 
interview and a complete filmography. 

WALTER BROWN NEWMAN (77) wrote or co-wrote the screenplays 
for MAN WITH THE GOLDEN ARM and UNDERWATER! (both 55), 
CRIME AND PUNISHMENT U.SA (59) and CAT BALLOU (65). 
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RAPHAEL NIJSSBAllM (6l) from Germany, directed BURNING 
SAND (59). THE INVISIBLE MAN (63). TRUNK TO CAIRO (66). \\ith 
Audie Murphy and SINAI COMMANDOS (67) in Israel. In America he 
produced Al Adamson’s THE FEMALE BUNCH (69), JOURNEY INTO 
THE BEYOND (77). DEATH BLOW (88) and others. 

CHRISTIAN (80) was an Oscar nominated editor at RKO who 
was the credited director of THE THING (51). Nyby directed 5 other 
features, but later worked primarily on TV programs, including many 
w^terns and TVilLIGHT ZONE, I SPY, KORG 70,000 and SIX MILLION 
DOLLAR MAN. Christian Nyby II is also a TV director. 

RIVER PHOENIX (23) was raised on a “Children Of God” commune 
in Madras, Oregon. He was on the SEVEN BRIDES FOR SEVEN 
BROIHERS TV series (82-3) and made his feature debut in joe Dante’s 
EXPLORERS (83). Some other roles were in 
STAND BY ME (86), INDIANA JONES AND THE 
\JST CRUSADE (89) and 1 LOVE YOU TO DEATH 
(90). He was still working on DARK BLOOD at the 
time of his death (which was was ruled a drug 
O.D.), after leaving the L A. Viper Room club. 

Phoenix would have been in INTERVIEW WITH A 
VAMPIRE. He was the oldest of five kids. Sister 
Summer and brother Leaf also act. 

WERNER POCHATH (53) was a German actor 
who was in many Italian features. Franco’s 
VIRGIN AMONG THE CANNIBALS (71). 

BREAKTHROUGH (78) andJUST A GIGOLO (79). 

VINCENT (Leonard) PRICE Or.) (82) was from 
St. Louis although he first acted in London. The 
6’4’’ star of Broadway, Hollywood, TV (more than 
‘‘2000’’ TV appearances) and radio first starred in 
a film in 1938 and was with 20th Century from 
1940 to 1947 , then was with RKO. His film career 
spanned 7 decades . Although he played many 
villains and starred in the 3D hit HOUSE OF WAX 
(53), Price wasn’t considered a horror star until the late 50s. During 
the 60s and early 70s, he was the international horror star (usually 
working for AIP). Often criticized for joking around too much with 
roles. Price could be great as a comic actor (CHAMPAGNE FOR CAESAR 
- 50) or being totally serious (THE CONQUEROR WORM -68). He 
announced his retirement in 1986, but worked almost to the end. Two 
of his last roles were in BACKTRACK (88) and HEART OFJUSTICE (93), 
both starring Dennis Hopper. Price, who was a frequent host, narrator 
and voice for cartoon villains, was also a writer and lecturer on art and 
cooking. He was married three times, had one son and one daughter. 
His first wife Edith Barrett was in 1 WALKED WITH A ZOMBIE. THE 
GHOST SHIP and JANE EYRE. His third wife Coral Browne was in THE 
RULING CLASS, THEATRE OF BLOOD and DREAMCHILD. Price died 
just before Halloween. 

RENE RAY (Irene Creese) (81) was a London stage actress also in 
over 40 features. Some were PASSING ON THE THIRD ROW BACK (35) 
with Conrad Veidt. THE RETURN OF THE FROG (38), an Edgar 
Wallace movie, and SUBSTITUTION (70). She became a Countess 
in 75. 


CLALDE RENOIR (79) was cinematographer for many features 
including CRIME AND PUNISHMENT (56), THE WITCHES OF SALEM 
(57). FRENCH CONNECTION 11 (75) and THE SPY WHO LOVED ME 
(77). He shot several Roger Vadim features including BLOOD AND 
ROSES (60). BARBARELIA (68) and SPIRITS OF THE DEAD ( 69 ). He 
w as the nephew of director Jean Renoir, the son of actor Pierre Renoir 
and grandson of the artist Pierre Auguste Renoir. 

DOROTHY REVIER (Doris Velegra) (89). from S. F.. was a silent 
star known as the “Queen Of Poverty' Row”, who often played blonde 
“vamps’’ at Columbia. Some roles were in THE WILD PARTY (23), THE 
WARNING (27), MAN IN THE IRON MASK (29), THE SQUFj\LER (30). 
based on an Edgar Wallace novel and the Charlie Chan movie THE 
BLACK CAMEL (31) with Lugosi. She was in a series of Buck Jones 
westerns before retiring from the screen in 1936. 

CESAR ROMERO (86), from NYC was perfect 
as The Joker on BATMAN (66-68) and in the 
BATMAN feature. The Cuban/American Romero 
was a dancer and stage actor who started his 
movie career playing Latin gigolos and was with 
MGM, Universal then 20th Century (for 15 years). 
THE THIN MAN (34) and CHARLIE CHAN AT 
TREASURE ISLAND (39) were some early 
features. Others were. THE LOST CONTINENT 
(51), THE JUNGLE and the Hammer film 
SCOTLAND YARD INSPECTOR (both 52). 
AROUND THE WORLD IN 80 DAYS (56), THE 
STORY OF MANKIND (57). the anti- Castro WE 
SHALL RETURN ( 6 I), TWO ON A GUILLOTINE 
and SERGEANT DEADHEAD (both 65), 
MADIGAN’S MILLIONS (67), SKIDOO (68) and 
Gorman’s TARGET: HARRY. LATITUDE ZERO 
from Toho and THE COMPUTER WORE TENNIS 
SHOES (all 69 ). He was also in other Disney 
features plus SOUL SOLDIER (70), THE 
SPECTRE OF EDGAR ALLAN POE (72). LUST IN 
THE DUST (84), MORTUARY ACADEMY (88) and JUDGEMENT DAY 
(89). He starred on the PASSPORT TO DANGER series (54-56), was a 
regular on FALCON CREST and appeared on MAN FROM U.N.C.L.E., 
GET SMART, BEWITCHED, NIGHT GALLERY, BUCK ROGERS and other 
TV shows. 

ELLIS ST. JOSEPH (82) wrote screenplays for many features 
including FLESH AND FANTASY (43) and THE CHRISTIANE 
JORGENSEN STORY (70). He also wrote for the series OUTER LIMITS 
and LOGAN’S RUN. 

SIEGFRIED SCHIJERENBERG (93) was a German actor (from 
Detmund) who dubbed the voice of Clark Gable. He was in about 80 
features including THE MASTER OF THE WORLD (34) and later played 
Sir John of Scotland Yard in 60s Edgar Wallace mysteries (THE 
HUNCHBACK OF SOHO, HOUND OF BL\CKWOOD CASTLE. THE BLUE 
HAND...) He was also in Franco’s THE DEVIL CAME FROM 
AKASAWA(71). 

LUCIANO CHARLES SCORSESE (80) The former garment worker 
appeared in many of his son Martin’s movies and DePalma’s WISE 
GUYS (85). 
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TOMMY SEXTON (36) was a Canadian comedian and actor knowTi 
for the CODCO TV show (88-93) from Newfoundland. He was also in 
the features THE ADVENTURES OF FAUTUS BIDGOOD (86) and 
BURIED ON SUNDAY (92). He had AIDS. 

PHIL SEYMOUR (41) from Tulsa, Oklahoma wjis half of the Dwight 
Twilley Band. The drummer/singer went solo (two IPs), then was with 
The Textones. He had cancer. 

ANNA STEN (Anjuschka Stenskaja Sudakevich) (84) from Kiev, 
Ukraine, was in Russian and German films before being brought to 
Hollywood in the early 30s by producer Sam Goldwyn. When she failed 
to become a ‘‘second Garbo" she made more features in England, then 
back in America. Some later titles were THEY CAME TO BLOW UP 
AMERICA (43) and RUNAWAY DAUGHTERS (56), from AI.P. 

LEON THEREMIN (97) was bom and died in Russia, where he spent 
time in a Gulag for anti Soviet propaganda. The Theremin, the 
electronic instmment he invented, was played by waving hands close to 
an antenna. It was first used publicly for classical concerts. RCA 
manufactured and sold theremins in America in the 20s. BRIDE OF 
FRANKENSTEIN (35), SPELLBOUND and THE LOST WEEKEND (both 
45), DAY THE EARTH STOOD STILL (51) and many other 50s sci fi 
movie soundtracks featured Theremins as did records by Les Baxter and 
Captain Beefheart and The Beach Boys (“Good Vibrations"). Lothar 
And The Hand People used a Theremin as their lead instmment. 

GERALD THOMAS (72) was an editor who went on to direct 30 of 
the very popular British “Carry On" 
comedies starling in 59- Some wiere CARRY 
ON CLEO, SPYING, SCREAMING and 
EMMANUELLE. Other features were 
BEWARE OF CHILDREN (60) and THE 
IRON MAIDEN (62). His older brother 
Ralph Thomas was the director who made 
the Doctor., series. 

JEROME THOR (69) from Brooklyn, 
starred on the syndicated FOREIGN 
INTRIGUE TV series (51-53). He was also 
in HOUSE OF BLACK DEATH (65) and MR. 

SYCAMORE (75). 

ALEXANDRE TRAUNER (87), from 
Budapest, was the art director for many 
famous European productions including 
LES VISITEURS DU SOIR (42), LES 
ENFANTS DU PARADIS (44), Welles’ 

OTHELLO (52), LAND OF THE PHARAOHS 
(55), THE PRIVATE LIVES OF SHERLOCK 
HOLMES (70) (and many other Billy 
Wilder features), MR. KLEIN (77) (and other Joseph Losey features) 
and SUBWAY (85). 

EVELYN VENABLE (80) was a Shakespearean actress from 
CincinnaU. She acted in DEATH TAKES A HOLIDAY and DOUBLE DOOR 
(both 34), was the voice of the Blue Fairy in PINOCCHIO (40) and was 
the original model for the famous Columbia movie statue logo. Later, 
she was a UCLA professor. 

HERVE VILLECHAIZE (50) was from Paris. Before FANTASY

ISLAND (78-83), he was in CHAPPAQUA (66), Norman Mailer’s 
MAIDSTONE and THE GANG THAT COULDN’T SHOOT STRAIGHT 
(both 71), GREASER’S PALACE (72), MALATESTA’S CARNIVAL (73), 
CRAZY JOE, SEIZURE (Oliver Stone’s first feature) and THE MAN WITH 
THE GOLDEN GUN (as Nick Nack) (all 74) and HOT TOMORROWS 
and THE ONE AND ONLY (both 78). Later on, he was in THE 
FORBIDDEN ZONE (80), AIRPLANE II (82) RUMPELSTILTSKIN (83), 
THE TELEPHONE (87, voice only) and TWO MOON JUNCTION (88). 
The 3’ 1 1" actor, who had a number of health problems, shot himself. 

LEE WAGNER (83) was the founder of TV GUIDE. He started it in 
1948 (for NY only), sold it it in 53 and remained editor until 55. 

SAM WANAMAKER (74), from Chicago, moved to England after 
being blacklisted in America during the early 50s. He was in Losey’s 
THE CONCRETE JUNGLE (60), THOSE MAGNIFICENT MEN IN THEIR 
FLYING MACHINES (65), THE DAY THE FISH CAME OUT (67), THE 
SPIRAL STAIRCASE (75), BILLY JACK GOES TO WASHINGTON (77), 
RAW DEAL (86), and SUPERMAN IV (87). He also directed many TV 
programs and some features, including SINBAD AND THE EYE OF THE 
TIGER (77). TV appearances included DANGER MAN, THE OUTER 
LIMITS and WILD, WILD WEST. Wanamaker, who had cancer, 
successfully planned the rebuilding of Shakespeare’s Globe Theatre. 
One of his daughters is actress Zoe Wanamaker. 

GWEN WELLES (42) lived with Roger Vadim and made her feature 
debut in his autobiographical HELLE (71). She was also in A SAFE 
PLACE (71), HIT! (73) with Billy Dee 
Williams, and NASHVILLE (75). She had 
cancer. 

FRANK (Vincent) ZAPPA (52) from 
Baltimore was leader and (excellent) lead 
guitarist of The Mothers Of Invention, first 
based in L.A. Zappa did the music for 
Timothy Carey’s WORLD’S GREATEST 
SINNER (the theme song was an early 45), 
appeared in HEAD and made his own films 
and tapes including 2000 MOTELS (71), 
BABY SNAKES (79) and UNCLE MEAT (all 
available from MPI). The double album 
“Freak Out" (66) was a first in many ways 
and Zappa’s Bizarre/Straight record label 
released LPs by Captain Beefheart, Alice 
Cooper, Tim Buckley and Lord Buckley. 
Zappa went on to make “over 60" albums, 
featuring rock, doo wop, R+B, classical, jazz, 
avant garde, barbed satire and juvenile 
humor. Three of his four kids: Dweezil 
(RUNNING MAN...), Moon Unit (THE 
AWAKENING, BOYS NEXT DOOR, HEARTSTOPPER...) and Ahmet 
(PUMP UP THE VOLUME) have acted. Zappa had prostate cancer.
